A new guy learns old tricks, and wins. 








Scapicchio 
surprise

HERE’S A BUNCH of fast-talk- 

ing, chain-smoking, almost- 

scnior citizens who hang out on 
the benches outside the CVS in 
Charlestown’s Bunker Hill Mall. Paul 
Scapicchio knows that to get any- 
where in this town politically, you've 
got to win these folks over. If you get 
in with these guys, they can talk you 
up and deliver enough votes to put 
you over the top, even if you're Italian 
and nobody's heard of you before and 
your name is hard to pronounce. Even 
in Charlestown. 

So, five days before the preliminary 
that will decide who gets to run against 
District | incumbent Diane Modica in 
the council election on November 4, 
Scapicchio heads down to the mall to 
hang out with the olds. Night has fall- 
en, and he’s late for-his next appoint- 
ment, but Scapicchio goes down there 
anyway, because if the Bunker Hill 
gang hears he’s been in Charlestown 
and he hasn't come to see them, they'll 
be really mad. He asks them about 
their families, crouches down to talk to 
a couple of key women, charms them 
all with his youth, his sincere cye con- 
tact, his sympathetic car, and his antic- 
ipatory gratitude for their help. 

And the old-school political machin- 
ery works just as it should. In Tucsday’s 
preliminary election, Scapicchio wins. 
And he wins bigger than he'd dreamed 
possible, trouncing the incumbent, 
which almost never happens in city poli- 
tics — outpolling her three to two. 
Modica will need a miracle to come 
back in November after such a beating. 

If she doesn’t, and Scapicchio wins 
her scat (which represents Charles- 
town, East Boston, the North End, and 
some of Beacon Hill), an cra at Boston 
City Council will have come to an 
end. There'll be one fewer woman, for 
starters. And the traditional majority, 
which is led by council president Jim- 
my Kelly and includes Modica, will al- 
most certainly crumble. Further, 
Scapicchio, who is rumored to have 
been helped along by Menino, will be 
much less combative toward the mayor 
than Modica has been during her two 
terms. City council will likely be even 
more of a pushover parliament. 

Scapicchio, an athletic 31-year-old 
lawyer who looks even younger than 
that, grew up in the North End, went to 
Boston Latin, and has coached kids’ 
sports for years. Consequently, his ex- 
tra-large campaign organization con- 
sists of North End relatives and friends, 
Boston Latin alumni, and a whole 
bunch of kids. He milks the Latin thing 
for all it's worth, certain that a housc- 
hold with a connection to Latin is a vote 
for him. (His campaign signs are purple 
and white — Latin colors — to scal the 

deal.) And he’s perfected the art of 
charming voters — especially women, 
who seem intrigued by him, and jog- 
gers, whom he runs with till they stop, 
laughing, and hear him out. 

For such a young guy, Scapicchio is 
captain of a pretty old-fashioned cam- 
paign. His office mailed out hundreds 
of letters from his mother, Maric, urg- 
ing residents of District 1 to give her 
nice son a chance. And he’s been going 








door to door to introduce himself, espe- 
cially in Charlestown, since he’s not as 
well-known there as he is in the North 
End or in East Boston, where his uncle 
Louis was a popular police captain. 
These are old-fashioned neighbor- 
hoods, and his old-fashioned cam- 


old-fashioned tough Guy Fasullo. 


paigning works well. 

His people even organized an clec- 
tion-cve pep rally, complete with a band 
and cheerleaders. Some of the neigh- 
borhood kids recorded a theme song 
for it, called “Council Man,” to the tune 
of the Village People’s “Macho Man”: 


Hey. Hey. Hey, hey, hey. 
Council, Council Man, yeah 
Paul Scapicchio’s 

A Council Man... 


Things arc a little more sedate, 
though, at the Blackstone Senior Citi- 
zens’ Center, at Charles River Park. 
Here, Scapicchio brings pizza and a 
truckload of Italian cookies for the resi- 
dents, and in return, they tell him a thing 
or two. They're worried that the cross- 
walk outside their building isn’t marked 
clearly. And they want a shuttle bus to 
Johnnic’s Foodmaster, in Charlestown. 
Some of the residents say they've asked 
Modica for these things but gotten noth- 
ing. A district councilor’s fortunes can 
rise or fall on such matters. And in Dis- 
trict | — where the Big Dig has 
wreaked utter havoc, ripping up ncigh- 
borhoods and sucking away parking 
spots — those details are all-consuming. 

“Diane Modica, she's a crook, 
fuhgeddaboudit!” yells a man of 80, 
with a chuckle. Scapicchio promises to 
do something about the residents’ 
problems if he can. 

“[Modica] really left the door open 
for me there,” says Scapicchio later, on 
the way to Charlestown. “I might not 
be able to do something about that 
crosswalk, but I'll write a letter to that 
lady who was upset, saying “This is 
what I understand your problem to be,’ 
and she'll feel good about it. She'll 
think, ‘At least he listened to me.’ ” 
Scapicchio wants to deliver on old- 
fashioned constituent services. 

Of course, Modica’s campaign has 
suggested that Scapicchio’s style is a lit- 
tle too old-fashioned. Scapicchio, she

helping Scapicchio because Suzanne 
lannclla, his sister, is secking an at- 
large scat and would bencfit from a 
close race in District 1, which would 
bring out the Italian vote. 

Scapicchio concedes some of this. 
“John Nucci said, ‘I'd like to see some- 
body new in the district,’ ” says Scapic- 
chio. So he’s a campaign adviser. Of 
lannella, he says, “I talk with Richie 
once in a while. His sister’s running. 
They're very happy I’m in the race.” 

But he insists Menino is not in- 
volved. “I've had no help from Meni- 
no,” he insists. “It’s a lot easier to say 
there’s a conspiracy against you than 
to go out and do the work.” 

“Yeah, my father is a big-time oper- 
ator at City Hall,” Scapicchio contin- 
ucs, displaying some of the venom 
that has characterized the race. “He's 
a retired pipe fitter! And my mother’s 
a secretary! Big conspiracy!” 

Guy Fasullo, the man who called 
Modica a crook, is a devoted Scapic- 
chio supporter. “ "Cause he’s my 
friend,” says Fasullo, a tall Italian man 
with huge yellow-lensed sunglasses 
and a black baseball cap sitting too 
high on his head. “That other girl, 
she’s a double-crosser,” he says, al- 
though he can’t say exactly how. 

More important to voters like Fasul- 
lo — and there are plenty of them — 
is the fact that Scapicchio is “young, 
and he’s got a lot of ambition.” That's 
enough for the old man. 

“He ain't gonna do nothin’ for me,” 
says Fasullo. “I’m 80 years old. 
What's he gonna do for me?” 

That's the kind of attitude Scapic- 
chio has been banking on. “I'm knock- 
ing on doors,” he tells a woman in 
Charlestown later that day, “and | hope 
you'll say, ‘Geez, the kid's a hard 
worker, let’s give him a chance.’ ”

Plugging loud music 


This week’s award for fundraising paradox goes 
to Hearing Education and Awareness for Rockers, 
or HEAR, which plans to further the cause of 
preventing rock-and-roll-related hearing loss by 


founding an independent record label. In 


recognition of the fact that this tribute to aural 
integrity could conceivably be played at high 
volumes, the label will package each CD with a 
free pair of ear plugs. 
Kathy Peck, the former punk rocker who 
founded HEAR in San Francisco 10 years ago,

will not release the names of artists who will 
appear on the album, but in the past, she has 
enlisted the support of such hearing-damaged 
artists as Metallica’s Lars Ulrich and several 
members of Faith No More. Even in a community 
profoundly affected by noise damage — Canada’s 
Center for Human Performance and Health 
estimates that 13 to 30 percent of professional rock 
musicians have suffered permanent hearing loss — 
Peck has had trouble rounding up support. 

“It’s been real tough work. It isn’t the sexiest 
thing,” Peck says. “It’s hard to say, “What I do 
causes damage.’ ”

Peck says decibel levels have inched up lately 
because big-name bands are more willing to appear 
in smaller venues, and recommends that clubgoers 
beware of volumes loud enough to drown out 
conversation. Rock music heard at a distance of 
four to six feet can edge past the decibel level of a 
pneumatic riveter (125 dB) and clear to the level of 
a jet engine taking off (140 dB).

The Boston Herald will turn back the 
calendar this coming Monday by 
slashing the price of the Monday- 
through-Saturday paper from 50 to 25 
cents. The eight-week-long promotion 
will reportedly be limited to papers sold 
in Greater Boston and will not affect 
the Sunday paper, which sells for $1.75. 

With both the Herald and the 
Boston Globe losing circulation in 
recent years — like newspapers 
across the country — the promotion 
may give the Herald a significant leg 
up on its larger rival. “We do not 
intend to do the same thing,” sniffs

A clear front-runner has 
emerged in the Quincy 
Patriot Ledger sweepstakes. 
Insiders say that James 
Plugh, a veteran newspaper 
executive who heads a 
group that purchased the 


Brockton Enterprise last 
year, now appears likely to 
add the Ledger to his 
fledgling chain, perhaps as 
early as next month. 
Nothing's official yet, but 
in a brief interview Plugh 
sounded relaxed and 
confident. “I’ve had a good 
feeling right along, but it 
comes more from the sense 
that the Patriot Ledger is a 
fantastic newspaper, and 
we’re a natural,” he says. 
The Ledger, the second- 
largest independent daily in

Two other bidders remain 
in contention for the Ledger. 
Fidelity’s Community 
Newspaper Company, which 
owns 117 papers in Greater 
Boston, and MediaNews 
Group, a Denver-based 
chain whose New England 
holdings include the Sun 
and the Berkshire Eagle. 
Officials for both companies 
declined to comment. Scott 
Low could not be reached.

HERE IS NO suspense in the air. 
Fifty or 60 supporters of 

Councilor Francis “Mickey” Roache, 
his victory a fait accompli, are sitting 
at huge round tables in the blue, low- 
ceilinged basement room at the 
McKeon Post, in Dorchester, waiting 
for their hero to walk through the 
door. Upstairs in the main hall, 
councilor at-large Peggy Davis- 
Mullen’s fans await her entrance, 
and her finishing place, which will be 
fourth. In a smaller room nearby, 
District 3 councilor Maureen Feeney 
has already arrived, beaming at her 
decisive victory, hugging and kissing 
everyone in sight. 

The election turnout has been 
dismal — possibly the worst ever — 
with die-hard supporters and city 
workers delivering the bulk of the 
votes. Which, according to one 
supporter, makes Roache’s 
gathcring all the more special: “This 
is like a family thing,” he says. And 
almost as soon as the polls close in 
this preliminary election, it’s clear 
that Roache, the electorally 
invincible former police 
commissioner, will top the ticket, 
just as he did in the final in 1995. 

Still, his campaign workers want it 
known that despite his popularity, 
Roache didn’t just sail into first 
place. He is one darned hard worker, 
a real shoe-leather guy, his 
supporters say constantly. (The 
implication: so are they.) 

“A campaign is founded on 
knocking on doors,” says Martin 
Hanley, a wiry political veteran of 81 
with a full head of thick white hair 
and a 100-proof Irish accent. 
“Mickey Roache and I went all over 
West Roxbury together. | wore out 
four pair o’ shoes. | need a new pair.”

Still, Roache’s victory, because of 
its inevitability, provides only so 
much conversational fuel. Talk soon 
turns to the night’s two shockers, 
which came in a preliminary few 
believed would produce any 
surprises. Hyde Park native Stephen 
Murphy, with only nine months on 
the city council, had been expected 
to struggle for a spot among the top 
four finishers. Instead, he ran 
second — ahead even of his mentor, 
Dapper O’Neil — providing a 
testament to the difference the 
mayor and his people can make. 
And in District 1, incumbent Diane 
Modica was trounced by North End 
native Paul Scapicchio, who 
benefited from an extraordinary 
campaign organization and some 
help from his own friends in high 
places (See “Scapicchio Surprise,” 
page 5). Such high drama. 

They might not have had the most 
exciting race in the preliminary, but 
Roache’s supporters have plenty to 
amuse them while they wait. D] Bert 
Wilkinson, who does a lot of 
political events, promises the party 
will get a little more fun once the 
candidate arrives. He spins all kinds 
of tunes for the revelers — “We Are 
Family,” to which no one dances, 
and “New York, New York,” to 
which a couple of seated celebrants 
kick up a heel or two. 

By about 10:15, all that is left of 
the evening's buffet is five empty 
pizza boxes, one lonely chicken wing, 
and a fistful of gloppy penne. The 
barman has been busy, the crowd 
growing. Wilkinson interrupts 
“Honky Tonk Woman” to announce 
that the candidate has, indeed, 
topped the ticket, and that he is on 
his way. Many eyes turn eagerly 


toward to the door looking for 
Roache, but find Martin Keogh 
instead. Keogh, Davis-Mullen’s top 
aide, has come downstairs to have an 
intense but un-eavesdroppable 
discussion with one of Roachce’s 
people. 

“That's Peggy's husband,” says 
Martin Hanley, nodding knowingly. 

“No it isn’t,” says the elderly man 
next to him, a bit impatient at 
Hanley’s ignorance. “He's her son.” 

Finally, Roache arrives, to much 
applause. He gives Hanley a big hug, 
and Hanlcy has him show everybody 
the soles of his shoes. Laughing, 
Roache obliges, and there is, indeed, 
damage there. A slight man with a 
square jaw, the councilor poses for 
photographs with groups of 
supporters: bystanders shout at two 
fans to take their Peggy Davis- 
Mullen badges off just before the 
camera flashes. 

Roache makes his way round the 
whole room, hugging people and 
laughing a lot. Whilc he’s circulating, 
Maureen Feeney comes downstairs 
to applause, and she and Roache 
congratulate cach other. 

In his speech, Roache thanks 
everybody profusely, especially 
Hanley. Then he gets in a plug for 
Feeney’s next political quest: “We 
necd a state senator from 
Dorchester,” he says. “We need 
Maureen Feeney.” Then he cautions 
his fans that there is still much work 
to be done before the final on 
November 4 — even though 
everyone knows there is virtually no 
way he could lose. 

Hanley’s exuberance will not be 
dulled. 

“Go off ’n’ have a look at his 
shoes again!” H

Since 1979, the landlords have allowed 
artists to live in these commercial studios. 
Now, the city is demanding the buildings be 
brought up to code for residential use. And 
IBG, the tenants say, would rather kick the 
artists out than have the work done. 

The Waltham Mills Artists Association 
(WMAA) — the group of residential and 
commercial tenants of the two buildings — 
is fighting back. On September 19, a hear- 
ing was held in Waltham District Court in 
which the WMAA requested a preliminary 
injunction suspending the landlord’s evic- 
tions and “notices to quit” until a breach- 
of-contract case between the artists and the 
landlord is resolved in Superior Court. The 
judge is scheduled to make a decision 
sometime this week. | 

The history of the artists’ tenancy is a long 
and tumultuous one. In 1979, four artists 
rented the fourth floor of the World Wide 
Building from the late Ira “Sonny” Gordon, 
the father of the current owners. The ten- 
ants, who rented on a month-by-month ba- 
sis, struck a deal with Gordon that if they 
converted the vast, empty space into art stu- 
dios on their own, they could live there even 
though it was zoned for commercial use. 
Some built work-only studios, while others 
created spaces they could live in as well.

brick buildings set back from the road 
on Moody Street, in Waltham, look like 
nothing more than the old mills that they are. 

The larger one, known as the World 
Wide Building, has a package mailing ser- 
vice on the first floor. Behind the building 
runs the commuter rail to North Station 
and the green spray of Waltham Common. 
Across the street is Moody Street Station, 
a three-story building with a wood shop 
on the first floor. Behind this building is 
the Charles River. 

But the buildings’ drab industrial exteri- 
ors are deceptive. Over the past two 
decades, artists have converted thousands 
of square feet of empty, run-down mill 
space into funky studios with skylights, 
sanded floors, kitchens, overhead lofts, and 
strategically placed walls that make them 
functional for living and working. Some are 
tiny workspaces with just a few windows; 
others are expansive home/offices with 
high ceilings and concrete floors. 


F ROM THE OUTSIDE, the two large 
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who work for IBG Management — have always denied pub- 
licly that the artists lived there. 

In fact, according to the artists, the Gordons would warn 
the tenants to “hide their mattresses” whenever insurance or 
city building inspectors were expected at the buildings. The 
artists were told by the landlord that they could be evicted by 
law if they went public with their demands, because the city 
would find out that they were living illegally in commercial 
buildings. As a result, according to the WMAA, IBG Man- 
agement was able for years to deny the tenants’ numerous 
requests to fix leaky roofs and broken heating systems. 

Then, in 1994, Waltham City Council candidate Sally 
Collura filed a formal complaint against IBG demanding 
that the mills be rezoned for residential use. As a result of 
her action, the Waltham Board of Health ordered the Gor- 
don family to make $200,000 worth of fire and safety re- 
pairs in both buildings to bring them up to residential code 
in preparation for changing the zoning status. 

A year later, artists say, IBG Management imposed rent 
hikes ranging from 11 to 50 percent. Although tenants say 
they were told the rent increases were to cover higher tax- 
es, maintenance, and cosmetic improvements to the build- 
ings, the artists contend that IBG was charging them for 
the safety repairs the city demanded. 

The artists decided to organize. They formed the WMAA 
and began negotiations with the landlord concerning the

Finally, the artists and the landlord reached an agreement. In 
1995 they signed a contract specifying that rents would be 
increased modestly in exchange for repairs, that both parties 
would work toward rezoning, and that the artists would re- 
ceive two-year leases if the zoning change was successful. 

But it wasn’t long before IBG reneged. The landlord refused 
to repair the buildings’ roofs unless the artists paid $800 to fix 
each skylight. After numerous complaints to the Board of 
Health, IBG repaired the roofs. IBG also failed to maintain 
heat in the studios last fall. In late 1996, the artists complained 
to the city, which filed a criminal complaint against IBG Man- 
agement for failing to comply with Board of Health orders. 

Things were starting to look up for the artists. Around ant 
the same time as the criminal complaint, the city building Cee ise aes fo FIRST BOSTON SHOW AFTER WORLD TOUR! 
inspector ruled that residence in the buildings “was legal, i 
and had always been legal.” For several months the ten- 
ants, feeling that they had the law behind them, began de- 
manding that the Gordon family comply with the contract, 
arguing that the zoning issue was moot. 

But despite the artists’ years of patient negotiation, on 
January 31 of this year, the landlord decided to evict them 
anyway. IBG sent letters to the resident artists telling them

Court for breach of contract. This summer, they filed a 
second suit, in Waltham District Court, disputing the evic- 
tions and “notices to quit.” In the September 19 hearing, 
they requested that both suits be combined in Superior 
Court — a request the landlord agreed to. 

While the WMAA awaits a decision from the judge, some 
of the artists fear the worst. Eviction would be a terrible 
blow for artists like 52-year-old Sam Laundon, who was 
one of the first to move into the building. 

A photographer and co-owner of Kindred Arts — a com- 
pany he started with a sculptor friend — Laundon originally 
rented the fourth floor of the World Wide Building with 
three other artists. Since that time, he has spent more than 
$10,000 to renovate and refurbish his loft; he says there is Portsmouth, NH

lisher/entreprencur Steve Brill 

found himself with $30 million 
and no place to go, he took delight 
— sadistic delight, some say — in 
exposing the foibles and shortcom- 
ings of his fellow journalists. 

Especially those who worked for 
him. At the American Lawyer, which 
he founded in 1979, he was infa- 
mous for his crucl editing style and 
front-page corrections, complete 
with the offending reporter’s name. 

“He's really a great journalist and & 
an incredible reporter. As a manager, 
he’s a taskmaster and can be brutal,” 
says a former Brill employee. “He 
puts a very high premium on integri- 
ty and getting it right. Sometimes he 
was an asshole about it, but I can’t 
disagree with the principle.” 

Now, out on the street following 
a bruising, unsuccessful attempt to 
reacquire the American Lawyer and 
his more famous creation, Court 
TV, from Time Warncr, the brash, 
cigar-chomping Brill is getting 
ready to whack the media elite right 
between the cyes. 

Brill’s idea — not yet past the blueprint 
stage — is for a monthly magazine called 
Content, intended to cover and uncover the 
media. The launch will probably be in May, 
he says, though he may move it up a 
month. The model will be the American 
Lawyer, the Trade Journal from Hell, which 
exposed the not-always-attractive inner 
workings of a previously unexamined pro- 
fession and became a must-read even 
among those lawyers who cursed it. The 
American Lawyer, a small magazine with an 
outsized influence, has jump-started the ca- 
reers of a number of talented journalists, 
such as Pulitzer Prize winner James B. 
Stewart (Blood Sport, Den of Thieves). 

Brill openly disparages the two estab- 
lished media journals, the American Jour- 
nalism Review and the Columbia Journal- 
ism Review. “What the media do all the 
time is talk to cach other,” he says, compar- 
ing his would-be competitors to a “bar as- 
sociation meeting” at which lawyers wring 
their hands and ask how they can improve 
their public image. “We're going to be a 
consumer guide for the information age, 
not a place for navel-gazing,” Brill says. 
He's talking about a monthly circulation of 
300,000 to 500,000, and a staff of 100. 

But you have to wonder whether Brill has 
looked at the competition lately. Media crit- 
icism and media reporting have become 
staples of gencral-interest magazines, news- 
papers, and new-media outlets. For 
starters, consider thé New Yorker, the New 
Republic, Salon, and Vanity Fair, which ran 
an in-depth profile of Brill. And though the 
two journalism reviews may not do much to 
markct themselves, A/R in particular has 
become pretty damn sprightly and indcpen- 
dent. The current issue, for instance, in- 
cludes an in-depth look at USA Today’s rise 
to respectability, a profile of sports guy Kei- 
th Olbermann, and a piece that Brill himself 
would probably like to run: a tough article

on the perils of celebrity journalism. 

It’s also hard to take Brill’s circulation 
predictions seriously. Both AJR and C/R 
have circulations around 30,000 — nearly 
double that of the American Lawyer, whose 
appeal is considerably more insidery than 
Brill might like to admit. Political commen- 
tator Terry Eastland, whose consumcr-ori- 
ented Forbes MediaCritic folded last year 
(its circulation never made it higher than 
10,000), notes that it’s a lot casicr for a 
publication to take on, say, one or two hot 
media stories than it is to fill up an entire 
issue with nothing but media. 

Brill certainly seems to be aware of that 
problem. Clearly, his heart is in the big 
journalism ecxposés: he suggests that Con- 
tent will take on such topics as how the 
Boston Globe has changed under the own- 
ership of the New York Times Company, 
errors by TV magazine shows like 60 Min- 
utes, and the speaking fees commanded by 
rich and famous journalists such as Cokic 
Roberts of ABC and NPR. But to broaden 
Content’s scope, Brill says he'll look at ad- 
vertising, Web sites, and other types of 
nonjournalistic media. 

The timing is auspicious. Right now the 
media are going through onc of thcir peri- 
odic hand-wringing exercises, blaming their 
excesses for the death of Princess Diana. 
It’s the perfect 1990s media moment: even 
though it’s almost certain that the car crash 
that took Diana’s life was caused by a 
drunken, drug-addled limo driver rather 
than out-of-control paparazzi, the media 
can’t let go of the myth they created. Their 
penchant for elevating metaphor over fact 





has now turned on them. 

Brill, though, refuses to buy into the con- 
ventional wisdom. Ask him why the public 
hates the media and he replies: “I don’t 
know if the public does. I think the public 
is frustrated by the blur between what is 
real and unreal. As much as the public 
hates the media” — hmm, guess it does af- 
ter all — “they’re consuming more than 
ever.” Even with newspaper circulation 
dropping and network news audiences 
shrinking? “There’s a lot more media out 
there,” he replies. “The pie is out there, but 
thére are a lot more pieces.” 

For years, Brill has been telling anyone 
within earshot that journalists are the only 
professionals who are less accountable than 
lawyers. To the extent that he can change 
that, his pugnacious voice will be welcome. 


The Boston Herald must be feeling both 
pride and embarrassment. 

Pride because on the cover of The Best of 
Photojournalism: 1996 (Running Press) is 
a photo by one of their own, veteran staffer 
Brian Walski. The shot, the first-place win- 
ner in the political-photo category, is a 
beauty. A CLINTON-GORE sign is reflected in 
the window of a New Hampshire diner. 
Seen through the reflection is Bob Dole, 
grinning puckishly and offering a heartfelt 
thumbs-down. 

Embarrassment because the Herald 
never ran it. 

Walski is surprisingly matter-of-fact 
about what happened. It seems that he took 
the photo early on the day of the primary; 
by the time the next day’s paper was ready 
to close, the editors had breaking-news 
photos of Dole conceding to Pat Buchanan. 
Besides, Walski says, the photo didn’t look 
nearly as striking transmitted by computer 
as it does on high-quality stock. 

“I never really thought much about it, 
but now it’s won every contest I’ve en- 
tered,” says Walski. “So much is pro- 
duced in the course of a day, and a lot of 
it just slips through.” 


The book itself, which presents 
the results of the annual “Pictures 
of the Year” contest sponsored by 
the National Press Photographers 
Association and the Missouri 
School of Journalism, is worth 
seeking out for anyone who loves 
photojournalism, a too-often- 
overlooked craft. This year’s vol- 
ume is the 22nd annual edition. 

According to editor Bill Kuyk- 
endall, an associate professor at 
Missouri, the judges have beefed 
up the domestic categories in re- 
cent years, partly in response to 
complaints from photographers 
that the top prizes were invariably 
awarded for foreign coverage. 
The results include some truly 
striking homegrown essays. Per- 
haps the most moving is a portfo- 
lio by the Minneapolis Star- Tri- 
bune’s Brian Peterson on a family 
devastated by AIDS.

What is Clinton adviser Sidney 
Blumenthal looking for? Justice — or the 
silencing of a particularly irritating White 
House critic? 

Blumenthal, a former journalist who has 
worked for the New Yorker and the Boston 
Phoenix, was grossly wronged by cy- 
berspace gossip columnist Matt Drudge 
(“Don’t Quote Me,” News, August 15). 
The Drudge Report (http://www.drudgere- 
port.com) alleged that “top GOP opcra- 
tives” planned to out Blumenthal as a wife- 
beater, with an “influential Republican” 
saying that “there are court records of Blu- 
menthal’s violence against his wife.” It was 
completely false, and a lawyer could arguc 
that Drudge had acted with reckless disre- 
gard for the truth — the standard required 
by the libel laws in regard to a public figure

such as Blumenthal. 

But Drudge retracted the item and 
apologized within hours, which is some- 
thing the law looks upon favorably. Blu- 
menthal certainly has a right to allege that 
he was harmed. The question is, How 
much? It seems like a. considerable 
stretch to put a $30 million price tag on 
it, but that’s exactly what Blumenthal has 
done in his libel suit against Drudge, who 
scratches out a living from voluntary con- 
tributions and content-provider feces from 
America Online. 

“The fact that Mr. Blumenthal’s 137- 
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page complaint seeks to recover $30 
million from me has no relation to 
anything that | have done — unless 
the White House views me as a re- 
porter who should not be in busi- 
ness,” Drudge said in a recent state- 
ment. 

The 30-year-old Drudge has be- 
come a minor celebrity by using the 
Web to pass on juicy rumors about 
show business and politics. He has 
boasted that he’s right 80 percent of 
the time, and that in any case he’s 
not a real journalist. Presumably he’s 
learned that a journalist is anyone 
who practices journalism, and that 
80 percent isn’t good enough. 

Blumenthal’s suit illustrates a 
major flaw in the libel laws. Cur- 
rently there’s no way to punish libel 
except by extracting money from 
the offender. There needs to be 
some lesser sanction. I’m not a big 
fan of news councils, but in this 
case an evaluation by a diverse, im- 
partial board would be preferable to 
an adversarial court proceeding that 
would likcly result in the Drudge 
Report's passing into history. 


Newton mayor Tom Concannon received 
an unexpected boost in the Boston Herald 
Scptember 17. 

The day before, he’d had his clock 
cleaned in the mayoral preliminary election, 
losing to State Representative David Cohen 
by a margin of 6718 to 3602. With the 
third candidate receiving just 224 votes, 
that would certainly appear to give Cohen a 
lock on victory in the November 4 final. 

The Herald, though, reported that the 
two “will campaign for the corner office 
with Concannon being the heavy favorite.”

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IN THE 1968 cult classic film Wild in 
the Streets, a free-loving, drug-ad- 
dled teenage rock star named Max Frost 
leads America’s kids in a flower-power 
revolution that lowers the voting age to 
14 and installs him as president of the 
United States.

But imagine something like 
that happening here in Boston, where a 
mayoral election will be held in November. 

Imagine the city’s 85,000 college and 
graduate students rallying around a charis- 
matic leader — a rock hero, perhaps — 
with a social conscience and a knack for 
tapping student frustrations on such basic 
quality-of-life issues as housing. 

Imagine a mayor who, having slept past 
noon, stumbles to his own inauguration an 
hour late and with a wicked hangover, his 
life as front man in a popular ska band 
clearly taking its toll. 

Mounting the stage outside City Hall as 
Groovasaurus belts out fat riffs, Hizzoner 
— a scraggly-haired 21-year-old Boston 
College junior — sketches out a policy 
agenda that includes scaled-back enforce- 
ment of marijuana laws, later hours for 
bars and the T, and a new City Hall agency 
to oversee student housing. A beer-drink- 
ing crowd of thousands, dotted with base- 
ball caps and hair scrunchies, cheers in ap- 
proval before grabbing their books and 
hopping on the train: time for class.

Students could take over Boston. In a city where nobody 
cares and nobody votes anymore, Tom Menino was elected 
mayor in 1993 with just 74,448 votes — or about 16 per- 
cent of the city’s voting-age population. The number of 
students living here, according to the city’s most recent es- 
timate: 84,831. And that’s not counting Boston’s tens of 
thousands of twentysomething postgrads, who share com- 
mon interests with the campus crowd. This group holds the 
power to radically alter the character of the city, from its 
nightlife to pivotal long-term projects like waterfront devel- 
opment and the coming face-lift at City Hall Plaza. 

The mechanisms are in place: the vast majority of stu- 
dents are eligible to vote here (although several thousand 
foreign students, needless to say, are not). And the age 
minimum for the mayor’s job is . . . 18! 


Over the past several years voter turnout has spiraled 
downward, and the city’s government is now controlled by 
a small and influential minority based mostly in a few politi- 
cally wired neighborhoods. As a result, the nonparticipants 
— not just students, mind you, but most of the city’s young 
professionals and minority voters — reap what they sow: 
from parking laws to economic development, they are 
largely ignored by city government. 

“It’s certainly tragic in the sense that students are living 
here, there are decisions being made that affect.their basic 
quality of life, and they’re not involved,” says City Councilor 
Tom Keane, who represents student-filled areas like the 
Fenway and parts of Back Bay. 

“I’ve learned just how much, as a politician, you need to

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pay attention to the people who vote,” 
Keane says. “And if people don’t vote, then 
the reality is that politicians don’t pay atten- 
tion to them.”

would hardly be pos- 
sible for students here to 
be Iess involved in city 
politics. Even though a 
collegiate spirit is central 
to Boston's identity, students are virtually 
invisible in the city’s political landscape. 
Take the 1993 mayor’s election that in- 
stalled Tom Menino in his current job: vot- 
er turnout was a dismal 50.7 percent city- 
wide, but student-heavy neighborhoods 
barcly registered. In the Fenway, that most 
Urban-Outfitted of neighborhoods, turnout

was an almost comic 19.7 percent. 

Saying college students don't vote in city 
elections might seem a little like pointing 
out that cigar-chomping machine polliti- 
cians don't vote in best-new-music polls. 
Why the hell would they? 

Most students don’t give a damn about 
politics in the citics and 
states where they attend 
college. Granted, they've 
got urgent matters on 
their minds: dating, 
beer, hooking up, party- 
ing, sex, and possibly 
classes. Most have 
grown up believing poli- 
tics don’t matter much. 
Students aren't especial- 
ly inclined to worry 
about the dullards and 
dimwits running a city 
that hosts them for four 
nine-month years. 

But suppose that it did 
happen, that a student 
passion was unleashed 
— whether sparked by 
soaring rents and abu- 
sive landlords or by the 
siren song of a semi- 
messianic Icader with a 
Stratocaster, great hair, 
and a burning political 
ambition. Suppose that 
the students of Boston 
elected one of their own. 
What would happen? 
In this new Youthtopia, 
music and the arts 
would take on utmost 
importance. Free public 
concerts would become 
commonplace. Local 
clubs might receive tax breaks cncouraging 
them to lower ticket prices. Public-access 
TV would win a little more moncy to air 
student-made films, music videos of local 
bands, and segments on local artists. 

Boston would finally get the nightlife a 
big city deserves. Last call would be pushed 
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Just about every criticism in punditland, including accusations that he acts in ways 
that bencfit close friends with business interests in the city, slides right off Mayor 
Teflon in real life. His approval rating is about 74 percent. Apparently, voters don’t 
want more than Menino can deliver. The tide of public opinion seemed to be starting 
to turn against him back in April, when an enormous snowstorm overwhelmed city 
services, but that passed. So he’s running unopposcd this year, which is unprecedent- 
ed in this town.

2. The city council 

The doormat of city politics, the council has very little real power, since Menino has 
the last word on just about all matters municipal. The four at-large and nine district 
councilors do, however, have the final say on the mayor’s annual budget. They can’t 
change it much, mind you, but they can hold it up if enough of them want to. Why 
would they want to? To extract favors. In politics, this form of extortion is called 
“horse-trading.” 

But to dismiss the city council as irrelevant would be to miss the most entertaining 
side of municipal politics. City council is ugly and political in a juicy, old-fashioned 
way. Here, you will find more shifting allegiances, more dirty tricks, and more in- 
stances of politicians hopping in and out of bed with cach another (figuratively, that 
is) than there are in an episode of Melrose Place.

back to 2 a.m. — and if a couple of clubs 
wanted to serve for an extra hour, well, the 
cops would be advised to take no notice. 
Exempting the city from the state’s

Arbor area, which was then home to 50,000 
college students. On a $7000 budget, 
Shapiro came within 1300 votes, or four 
percentage points, of beating a State House 
leader and winning the primary. 

(In a subsequent article for the Wash- 
ington Monthly, Shapiro described his joy 
at learning that “a leading political re- 
porter” was stopping in 
town, presumably to 
cover his race. “Then 
we discovered that his 
reason for coming was 
to buy several ounces of 
marijuana.”) 

Also in 1972, two 
members of a radical- 
left student-activist 
group in Ann Arbor 
were elected to the city 
council. And Madison, 
Wisconsin, mayor Paul 
Soglin, a former stu- 
dent radical, was first 
elected on the strength 
of the student vote in 
1973. 

Just a year ago, resi- 
dents of Washington, 
D.C.’s tony Georgetown 
neighborhood went to 
court to challenge the 
seats of two Georgetown 
University juniors on the 
city’s Advisory Neigh- 
borhood Commission. 

The students were elected on a wave of 
angry protest over recent antistudent pro- 
posals, such as new restrictions on student- 
parking privileges and a zoning change that 
would have limited occupancy in George- 
town’s sardine-can group houses to three 
tenants. Before the election, local residents 
tried to block the Hoya insurgents, and 
even distributed a threatening flier warning 
students of the bureaucratic implications of 
registering locally. That didn’t work, the 
court challenge failed, and the students 
were finally seated. 

And in May 1996, an 18-year-old Boston 
University freshman ousted a 30-year 
school-committee incumbent in Littletown, 
Massachusetts. 

But ask a few old hands of Boston city 
politics, and not one of them can recall an 
instance in which kids have made a differ- 
ence here. Expressing the view of the city’s 
political establishment, seen-it-all Boston 
Globe columnist Alan Lupo likens the pos- 
sibility of a student awakening to that of a 
Martian landing. 

Many students might not even realize 
they can vote in Boston elections. In fact, 
registering and voting is easier than what a 
lot of them will go through to get, say, Foo 
Fighters tickets. Anyone with an address in 
the city of Boston can register to vote here. 
Even a student who goes home during the 
summer months can, for political purposes, 
declare himself or herself a Bostonian. All 
you need to do is stroll into City Hall and 
sign up. They'll send a card to the city 
where you used to be registered (if you 
were) so you won't vote in two places. As 
long as you've registered 20 days before an 
election, you can vote in it. 

From time to time, a left-leaning local 
pol will sign up a bunch of students to gain 
an edge in a tight race. During his 1995 re- 
election campaign, for example, City Coun- 
cilor Brian Honan, who represents the Bos- 
ton’s student-swarmed Allston- Brighton 
district, registered 75 BU students. His ul- 
timate margin of victory: 250 votes. 

City Councilor Keane, of Back Bay and the 
Fenway, might ponder Honan’s example. He 
was last reelected by a margin of 27 votes. 


LTHOUGH THE actual acts of regis- 
tering and voting could hardly be sim- 
pler, there are reasons why students might 
not want to — and possibly shouldn’t — 
sign up and get involved locally. 
Registering to vote could jeopardize 
some students’ eligibility for financial-aid 
grants from their home states. As of last 
year, though, only seven states offered 
need-based scholarships to their students. 
Some might wonder whether it’s even ap- 
propriate for students to get involved in the 
city’s politics. In plenty of neighborhoods,

especially Allston and the Fenway, residents 
see students as noisy, drunken, vandalizing 
enemies. And they argue that since most 
students are only around for four years, 
they’re little more than visiting aliens. 

To that, counters Nucci, “Unless you've 
lived in Boston all your life, you’re always 
going to be an outsider.” 

And to those who would argue that these 
four-year transients don’t have a right to 
participate, students 
could respond with that 
political slogan everyone 
learns in school: “No 
taxation without repre- 
sentation.” 

Figures estimating 
students’ annual eco- 
nomic impact on Bos- 
ton are hard to find. 
But a rough approxi- 
mation, based on 
broader studies, sug- 
gests that they easily 
pump hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars into 
area businesses. Few 
students earn enough 
money to pay income 
tax in Massachusetts, 
but every one of them 
pays sales tax at super- 
markets, restaurants, 
and record stores. 

Finally, although any 
given student may spend 
only four years here, the 
city does have a perennial student popula- 
tion whose interests and politics are more 
or less consistent. If forward-looking stu- 
dents sacrificed an hour or so of their lives 
to register and vote, they could begin a tra- 
dition whose benefits would be reaped for 
years to come. Voting, then, might become 
a form of school spirit. 


ERTAINLY, STEVE Tyler will never 

serenade supermodels from behind the 
mayor’s desk. Boston isn’t about to become 
an American Amsterdam. 

But even though a teenager or a rock 
star might never oversee the city budget, 
students can flex their political muscles 
with more-practical goals in mind. 

History suggests that students simply 
can’t be coaxed into the process, and that 
Joe Nose-ring might never be persuaded to 
care about his four-year home. But other 
groups who have abdicated their role in city 
politics — young postgrads, as well as mi- 
norities — can’t make that argument. They 
have the greatest stakes in Boston’s future. 

And they have power. With better 
turnout, the city’s vast minority population 
could clean out City Hall. In the last may- 
oral election, just over 40 percent of Rox- 
bury voters went to the polls. Even worse 
were the showings in neighborhoods 
stocked with postcollegiate young profes- 
sionals; the 93 turnout in the Back Bay, 
Beacon Hill, and South End was little more 
than 30 percent. 

As a result, political influence remains 
limited to small pockets of Boston, and im- 
portant decisions continue to be dictated by 
a small fraction of the population. How was 
South Boston able to sabotage the stadium 
plans of Bob Kraft and the Super Bowl— 
bound Patriots last winter? How come 
Southie gets the new convention center, no 
questions asked? Think it had anything to 
do with 65 percent voter turnout? 

That gap, between neighborhoods that 
vote (Southie and Hyde Park) and those 
that don’t (Roxbury and Allston), will most 
likely widen in November’s city election, 
which could set new records for low 
turnout. Mayor Tom Menino is running 
unopposed — he is the first Boston mayor 
ever to do so — and in his second term, 
the city’s voters will have given him little 
reason to rethink his timid agenda. 

But perhaps right now, in the freshman 
class of BU, BC, Emerson, Northeastern, 
Suffolk, UMass, or Berklee, there is a 
charismatic teenage crusader polishing his 
guitar and his oratory, studying the sys- 
tem, preparing for the Boston mayoral 
election of 2001. As Max Frost would say, 
“Wouldn’t that be groovy, babies?” co

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more responsible for student performance. If he succeeds, Menino — who said in his 
1996 State of the City address that he wanted posterity to judge him on his record 
with Boston’s abysmal schools — will look pretty good. 


4. The police department 


If you’re wondering why someone with as many apparent shortcomings as Menino 
manages to stay so high on the heap, you might find a good answer right here. Bos- 
ton’s crime situation is the best it’s been in decades. Since the gang-violence wave of 
the early ’90s, the police, under commissioner Paul Evans — working with communi- 
ty groups, social services, and city government — have managed to bring crime under 
control. This makes voters very happy — and unlikely to boot out incumbents. 


9. Who really runs the city? 


Since nobody else has 
a leg to stand on, Menino 
and his advisers really run 
the city. And the advisers 
who count are the may- 
or’s oldest friends. 
“When all the policy 
wonks go home, you and 
your friends open a beer 
and decide what you’re 
really gonna do,” says a 
longtime local pol-watch- 
er. Those friends include 
West Roxbury developer 
Robert Walsh; Gerard 
Doherty, also a develop- 
er; and David Passafaro, 
a former developers’ lob- 
byist. There’s also Robert 
Donahue and Ed Jesser, 
who both advise Menino and serve as consultants to private entities like Boston Uni- 
versity and the development company Carpenter and Co., respectively. (Carpenter re- 
cently won the right to build a hotel on City Hall Plaza.) Some columnists have called 
these relationship a conflict of interest. This has made the mayor very angry. 

Menino, as well as the city councilors, also listens to the unions; the police and 
teachers have especially strong ones. After all, when so few people deign to show up at 
ballot boxes, a union that mobilizes its members, and tells them how to vote, can be a 
crucial factor. In union there is strength, and all that. 





6. Who votes? 


Hardly anybody. 

Only 65,000 of the city’s 210,000 registered voters turned out at the last city elec- 
tion: just 31 percent. It’s usually that bad when there’s no mayoral contest, and this 
year, with Menino running unopposed, the turnout promises to be even more dismal. 
This means that relatively few voters, from a few mostly white areas, determine who 
runs the city. In the last council election, Dapper O’Neil, who came second on the 
ticket, got reelected with just 30,524 votes. Scary, isn’t it? 


How to register 


Intrigued? Disgusted? Want to do more? 

There’s a city election on November 4. 

Register to vote at Room 241, City Hall, at Government Center. 

Or you could pick up a registration form at most police stations, fire stations, and

Inflatable furniture bursts onto the scene 


HANCES ARE, MOST of your experiences with 
¢ inflatable products have been recreational 

ones: moonwalks, rubber rafts, beach balls. 

Inflatables are diverting, but they don't 

bespeak practicality — until inflatable furni- 

ture began showing up, that is. 

Originally a ‘70s novelty, blow-up furni- 
ture has reappeared to put a functional 
twist on the frivolity of inflatable toys. 

Embargo!, a German company, 
began manufacturing and distribut- 
ing inflatable furniture about 18 
months ago. Spokesperson John 
Hardisty says the idea for inflata- 
bles came from company co-owner 
Mike Hoppy, who woke up one day 
to find his “head was full of air” 
(metaphorically speaking, we hope). 

ArtSmart (272 Congress Street, 

Boston) stocks the company’s products and currently 
sells the Embargo! Chill Chair, an inflatable that takes 
an inner-tube shape as its base and then adds wrap- 
around arms and a headrest. The chair sells for $99. 
Another aesthetic standout is the Tomato Chair. Deep 
red and covered in felt, the chair is simply a huge 
round cushion, firmer than a beanbag. It’s priced at 
$115, and will bring you back to the days when your 
Hoppity-Hop doubled as your favorite seat in the 
house. ArtSmart also carries a large clear inflatable 
chair made by Italian designer Anouk Jansen. Priced 
at $113, the chair’s design is a translucent recopy of 
the ‘50s “modern” look. Several more Embargo! 
pieces are available on the cheap at SuperSocks (516 
Comm Ave, Boston), where a leisurely rummage 
through the jumbled pile of packages will help you find 
what you want. 

Inflatable chairs are surprisingly comfortable, and for 
even more ease you can complement each of them with 
footrests, like the inflatable ottomans sold at Urban 
Outfitters (361 Newbury Street, Boston, and 11 JFK 
Street, Cambridge). The ottomans, manufactured by 
Two’s Company, take the form of a clear plastic bubble 
around a five-fingered base. They come in several differ- 
ent colors and cost $30.

Also available at Urban Outfitters is a per- 
fectly serviceable blow-up couch, priced at 
$120. Any transitory soul knows what 
a pain it is to move with a sofa. So 
imagine the beauty of a couch that 
you can deflate and transport in a 
knapsack. Embargo! also offers sever- 
al different couch styles, which can be 
ordered directly through the company (call 
619-232-7400). 
The potential drawback to these 
pieces is obvious: if you collapse into 
your inflatable lounge seat one day 
and forget about the keys in your 
pocket, are you suddenly left with 
an unfurnished living room? 
Hardisty says no: the plastic is 
durable. and the seams of all of Embargo! prod- 
ucts are guaranteed for 45 days after pur- 
chase. But accidents will happen, and so 
patch kits are included. You can 
then reinflate your product 
using any sort of air compres- 
sor (or your lungs). Most of the 
products sold at Urban Outfitters 
also include both a patch kit and a small 
hand pump. 
If you want to go all out and create an 
inflatable motif for your home, there are lots of 
inflatable home accessories from which to choose. 
Zoé (279 Newbury Street, Boston) carries a blow-up 
tissue-box holder for $31; Urban Outfitters also fea- 
tures an inflatable clock, inflatable pillows, and a 
small inflatable wastepaper basket (prices range from 
$16 to $28). Finally, check out the small inflat- 
able picture frames also available at Urban 
Outfitters. Priced at $8, they’re perfect 
for displaying a photo of your inflat- 
able loved one. Which brings us 
back to recreation: inflatable dolls 
are available in both sexes at Eros 
(581A Tremont Street, Boston), and 
retail for about $55.

OUT THERE 


Football can be an intoxicating way to spend 
a Sunday. It can also be a rough education.

T’S THAT TIME of year again: time for the clatter of 
plastic padding, for helmets crashing together with a 
solid thwunk. Time for giant men to huddle in tight 
tribal circles on green-as-the-other-side-of-the-fence fields, 
and for the rest of us to pile into stadiums and sit on rock- 
hard seats until our hips are stiff and our butts numb. It’s 
time to spew fanaticism as we watch armored warriors 
grunt, hit, and run around each other. It’s time for football. 

I love football. This may seem odd coming from a girl, 
but I love how the strategic movement of one team plays 
against the defensive plans of the other. I like to watch 
the art of war played out on white lines. I enjoy the 
coaches pacing the sidelines like impatient parents wait- 
ing for children to come home after curfew. | still enjoy 
it, even though team personnel now change faster than 
Michael Johnson runs a sprint. (Eleven new head coaches 
this season alone!) 

Football, in memory, means 
Sunday afternoons curled up with 
my dad watching teams battle it 
out, or making the drive to 
Veteran’s Stadium in Philly to catch 
the Eagles in action. They usually 
lost, but hey — that’s 50 percent of 
the game. It was quality guy time 
spent analyzing plays, moves, referee 
calls, and strategy. Thanks to my 
dad and my older sister, Doreen, 
(who also loves the sport), football 
became my passion early on. To 
this day, | know exactly what both 
of them will be doing at noon on 
fall Sundays — watching the sports 
shows that lead up to the hallowed 
kickoff hour of 1 p.m. 

I had fallen away from the grid- 
iron faith in recent years. Except 
for one college game last year, | 
hadn’t watched football for 10 sea- 
sons. I had lost the edge. But last 
year I visited Doreen during the 
playoffs, and we watched hours of 
games, hours more of analysis. 
Becoming a fan again — reuniting 
with my past — was rejuvenating. 
Like religion, football binds me to 
my roots. 





I STARTED playing football in elementary school. My 
three sisters and I made a dreadful team, especially since 
none of them liked to hit or be hit. Not me. | hungered to 
knock people down, to plow them out of my way. I was a 
born tackle. | got off on making guys fall. Leaping 
through the air, attaching myself to someone else’s body, 
pulling him down to the ground. There’s nothing like the’ 
mixture of grass, dirt, and sweat, a rich cocktail of 
aggression and thrill. 

I sought out games with neighborhood boys, but they 
wouldn’t let me play. It was a rude initiation into sexual 
politics. Sometimes the guys, hard up for a player — or, 
I discovered, just wanting to cop a feel — would let me 
play with them. The “let me” part really got me down. I 
couldn’t figure out why the sport I loved should be off- 
limits. I noticed other girls weren’t playing, weren’t inter- 
ested, didn’t know how to hold the white-laced ball. I got 
the message: it was weird for me to play this game. 

Playing football made me a misfit. Though I was also a 
cheerleader, a ballet dancer, and a member of the swim- 
ming team, what I really wanted to do was play football. | 
hung around my junior-high team, trying to ingratiate my 
way onto it. I ran.drills, pushed tackling dummies 
around, watched films. I longed for the camaraderie the 
guys had. So | practiced throwing the ball and running 
plays. I learned to hit, to stop my opponent, and to inter- 
fere with the opposing team’s game plan. I loved recover- 
ing fumbles. Tumbling on the turf, being smothered 
under the weight and musky-smelling plastic of several 
boys — what could be more fun? 

I set in motion a lot of commotion over being denied 
equal access to sports at school. I was determined to get 
what the boys already had: a spot on the team. What they 
had must be awfully good if they were so reluctant to share

it. (I knew from playing Barbie dolls that if it was really 
good, you never shared. Girls and boys aren’t that different.) 

Once, after I had. finally won the chance to practice 
with the team, I was tackled in a school hallway by one of 
the players. He warned me to stay away from “their” 
game. As I crashed onto high-waxed gray linoleum, | 
made a pact with myself: /’m playing this game. Screw 
you, mister. He left me with a chipped elbow that still 
serves as a reminder: entering a male enclave is painful, 
pioneering work. Though I never played in any league 
games, I earned my varsity letter in football, and I’m 
damn proud of it, thank you. 


FOOTBALL, AS | discovered, means learning how guys 
think. How they move, how they do battle. I have always 
viewed football as a giant how-to manual: how to make 





war, how to win graciously, how to outsmart your oppo- 
nent, how to lose, how to learn from your mistakes, how 
to behave in the clinch, how to let 'er rip. Leadership 
skills and team skills; how to be a champion. And if it’s 
often said that football builds character, it also builds lots 
of characters — players, fans, commentators, coaches. 
Not that one more word should be written about Bill 
Parcells, but he knows how to bring together a bunch of 
losers, turn them around, and make them kings of the 
hill. Nifty work for a tuna. The Cowboys’ Barry Switzer 
is a gem of eccentricity. Caught with a gun at an airport, 
he makes no bones about it — America’s team, after all, 
is based in a state where it’s legal to carry a concealed 
weapon. (Besides, with all the convicted criminals playing 
for the Cowboys, he probably needs the protection.) My 
favorite coaches have always been the gentlemen coaches 
— Don Shula of the Dolphins, Bill Walsh and George 
Seifert of the 49ers. Maybe even Pete Carroll. They’re 
ruthless in a Cary Grant sorta way. Their brilliance is 
backlit with relentlessness. I’m also fond of the down- 
and-dirty boys like Al Davis, Mike Ditka, and Bill 
Cowher. Their ferocity is the true grit of the game. 

As the 97 football season gets under way, I’m back on 
Sundays, watching football with a mix of marvel and 
revulsion. The players are always working a thin line 
between fragility and invincibility. The brawn, the brains, 
the costly mistakes. Football’s a slow game where nothing 
more spectacular may happen in four quarters then men 
pushing hard and passing well. But, when it does, when 
someone runs back a kickoff return, or forces an inter- 
ception, or does something heroically insane — those are 
the moments when my breath comes short, my face flush- 
es red, and I know I’m in love. With football. e

We know of Absorbine Jr.; whatever became of Absorbine Sr.? 
Are there any other family members of which we should be aware?

You think you have total command of the world’s knowledge. 
Then something like this comes in and you realize: I have 
barely scratched the freaking surface. But hey, that’s why 
we've got phones. We called up W.F. Young Inc., maker of 
Absorbine Jr., and asked what the deal was with Absorbine Sr. 
The following amazing tale emerged. 

The Absorbine family of products was the brainchild of 
Wilbur Fenelon Young of Connecticut. In 1892, after eight 
years selling pianos, he decided to go into the liniment busi- 
ness. You may think: here’s a guy who moved a few too many 
pianos. But Young didn’t intend the liniment for himself. His 
first product was meant for horses. It was called Absorbine 
Veterinary Liniment — Absorbine Sr. to you. 

The other topical remedies of the day were harsh or blister- 
ing, the theory apparently being that it couldn’t be any good 
for you unless it felt bad. Young’s revolutionary concept: a 
pain reliever that relieves pain! He mixed up the first batch of 
herbs and “essential oils” in his kitchen. Absorbine “would 
help keep a horse from going lame while gently reducing the 
swelling and stiffness,” the company says today. It caught on 
with farmers, some of whom were soon struck with the 
thought: if it works on horses, why not me? Sure enough, they 
found if they rubbed the stuff on their own aching muscles, it 
would ease pain and reduce swelling and discomfort. 
Eventually, Young heard about this, and in 1903 he developed 
a version of his product for humans that he called 
Absorbine Jr. Antiseptic Liniment. 

Demand for Absorbine soon outstripped the capacity of 
Young’s small factory. To finance a move, he went to his 
father, Charles, and asked for a loan of $500. Charles, not one 
of your great visionaries, thought Wilbur had been silly to 
abandon the respectable life of a piano salesman for a career in 
liniment. He did not, however, tell his son to forget the whole 
thing. Instead, moved by some twisted impulse that makes you 
think Oedipus was right, he made the loan contingent on 
Wilbur signing his advertising “Wilbur F. Young, P.D.F.,” 
which stood for “Pa’s Darn Fool.” 

Absorbine products went on to become an essential compo- 
nent of American life and remain so today. Today a fifth genera- 
tion of Youngs continues to sell Absorbine liniment as well as “a 
host of other equine and human products.” Not that I have any- 
thing specific in mind, but I hope they don’t get ’em mixed up. 


LAUNDRY BALL GAME 


Got two interesting notes on laundry balls, the gimmicks you 
put in your washing machine that supposedly eliminate the 
need for detergent. (As reported here, our tests and those of 
others detected little or no difference between clothes washed 
with laundry balls and those washed in plain water.) 

The first note, from David Harris, reported his satisfaction 
with the Laundry Solution, a laundry ball sold by TradeNet. 
“It has performed well even on the smelly dog blankets we 
keep on the furniture to ward off hair and dirt from a greasy 
Airedale,” he writes. “Without the detergent residue, cottons 
are noticeably fluffier without using softener or drier sheets 
(great for towels).” He goes on to tout the company that 
developed the Laundry Solution for TradeNet, American 
Technologies Group, which “created a coolant that is both safe 
and 20 percent more efficient than Freon, and is working on a 
particle-beam device to neutralize nuclear waste.” Laundry 
balls and particle beams! Are these guys brilliant or what? 

Another reader sent us articles reporting that the Utah divi- 
sion of consumer protection had sent a couple of TradeNet’s 
laundry balls out for tests and found that they contained dyed 
water, not crystal technology as claimed. A TradeNet 
spokesman says the state was testing an “earlier model.” 
Gosh, David, I guess you better send ’em yours. 

One more thing. I said Amway sells ceramic washing disks 
(same idea as laundry balls). Amway has clarified that while the 
product appeared in a July 1997 catalog, the company decided 
not to sell the thing after tests showed it had “no measurable 
impact on overall cleaning.” Figured you'd want to know. Ye

alone were triggering such severe anxiety at- 
tacks that she deliberately stretched her days 
well into the evening, scheduling back-to- 
back classes, activities, dinners with friends. 
Still, there were times in the wee hours 
when panic had its way. On those nights, 
she'd dig a razor into her shins and watch 
the blood wind crookedly down her Icgs. 
She was depressed, or so the therapist told 
her before scribbling off a prescription for 
Prozac. But onc afternoon Sholch randomly 
opened Amy's psychology textbook to a photo 
from Fatal Attraction. She'd never seen the 
movic. She didn’t need to. Sholeh immediate- 
ly recognized the description of Glenn Close’s 
bunny-boiling femme fatale, with her fear of 
abandonment and her manipulative suicide 
attempts, as almost a kindred spirit. Accord- 


ing to the text, Sholch’s turmoil had a name: 
borderline personality disorder, or BPD. 

It’s not surprising Sholch’s therapist failed 
to diagnose it correctly. BPD shares character- 
istics with some better-known mental illnesses, 
such as depression and bipolar disorder. 
Sholch’s suicidal tendencies, low self-esteem, 
and mood swings might have pointed to one 
of those. But her intense anger, fear of aban- 
donment, and “black-and-white thinking” — 
that is, an insistence on seeing people and situ- 
ations as cither all good or all bad, with no in- 






between — are hallmarks of the BPD sufferer. 

HOUGH EXPERTS disagree on its cx- 

act nature, causes, and treatment, bor- 
derline personality disorder is recognized as 
a major mental-health problem in Amcrica 
today. About six million people are afflicted 
with BPD in North America, as many as suf- 
fer from schizophrenia and bipolar disorder 
combined; all told, BPD sufferers make up 
20 percent of the inpatients and 11 percent 
of the outpatients in the mental-health sys- 
tem, according to the Journal of the Califor- 
nia Alliance for the Mentally Ill. 

BPD is hardly a new discase: the term 
“borderline” was first used in 1938 by psychi- 
atrist Adolph Stern, and descriptions of bor- 
derline-type behavior date back to the “hyst- 
ericks” of the 17th century. Stern used the 





term to describe a group of-paticnts whose 
problems did not fall neatly into the primary 
diagnostic classifications of “neuroses” 
(mental disorders characterized by feclings 
of anxiety, depression, and insecurity) or 
“psychoses” (more severe disorders charac- 
terized by derangement of personality and a 
loss of contact with reality). They teetered on 
the borderline. His theory later lost favor, but 
the name stuck. So did the ambiguity. Even 
with breakthrough work by psychoanalysts 
Otto Kernberg in the 1960s and John Gunder-

son in the 1970s, the disorder eluded 
widespread recognition for more than four 
decades. Only in 1980 did it gain inclusion 
in the American Psychiatric Association’s 
Diagnostic and Statistical Manual, the di- 
agnostic bible of the psychiatric profession. 
And BPD continues to flummox the psy- 
chiatric community. Legions of sufferers — 
three-quarters of whom are women — go 
without proper care because they are misdi- 
agnosed with other illnesses. Meanwhile, 
many therapists shrug off the disorder as a 
“wastebasket diagnosis,” slapping the label 
on any patient whom they eye as unusually 
difficult, or even unpleasant, to treat. 
Pinpointing BPD is not as simple as 
checkmarking a list of behaviors (see “Bor- 
derline Personality Disorder: A Definition,” 
this page). We’ve all had moments when 
we’ve lost our tempers or sunk into depres- 
sion, only to snap out of it a few days later. 
But true BPD patients display chronic, in- 
tense behavior, not just a string of bad days. 
BPD sufferers exhibit a hypersensitivity 
to the world that has led many clinicians to 
compare them to “emotional hemophili- 
acs.” This makes for tumultuous, soap 
opera—scale relationships. Overwhelmed by 
the emotional demands of society, sufferers 
of BPD lash out at the ones they love, ei- 
ther by “acting out” (raging) or by “acting 
in” (punishing themselves with self-mutila- 





tion or other self-destructive acts). The 
combination of a BPD patient’s hair-trig- 
ger rage and deep fear of abandonment of- 
ten sends such mixed signals that the au- 
thor of a popular book on the disorder ti- 
tled it J Hate You, Don’t Leave Me. 

It’s common for BPD to coexist with 
other disorders. A startling proportion of 
patients — some say nearly 75 percent — 
have survived acute trauma, most com- 
monly physical, verbal, or sexual abuse. 
Many of those have been diagnosed with

Borderline Personality Disorder: 


A Definition 


The Diagnostic and Statistical Manual, published by the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation, outlines nine traits that borderline patients have in common. The presence 
of five or more may indicate BPD if they are long-standing, persistent, and extreme: 

e Frantic efforts to avoid real or imagined abandonment 

@ A pattern of unstable and intense interpersonal relationships characterized by 


seeing people and situations in black and white (or “splitting”) 


e@ An unstable sense of self 


© Impulsiveness in potentially self-damaging behaviors (e.g., spending, sex, sub- 


stance abuse, driving, eating, etc.) 
@ Suicidal or self-mutilating behavior 


@ Intense, short-term moodiness, irritability, or anxiety 


@ Chronic feelings of emptiness 


© Inappropriate, intense anger or difficulty controlling anger 
© Periods of feeling removed from reality (or “dissociation) 


posttraumatic stress disorder. Sholeh, like 
many BPD sufferers, has also been diag- 
nosed with attention-deficit disorder. BPD 
is famously difficult to isolate. 

In some circles, in fact, BPD has been 
dismissed as the “women’s illness of the 
90s.” Experts believe the gender disparity 
in BPD diagnosis exists, in part, because 
women are more likely than men to suffer 
abuse. Women, too, are more likely to seek 





psychological help; when men act out vio- 

lently, their behavior may not be perceived 
as a sign of mental disorder, or it may land 
them on a cellblock cot instead of a thera- 

pist’s couch. 

BPD certainly folds all the vogue female 
traumata of recent years — eating disor- 
ders, sexual abuse, drug and alcohol addic- 
tion, compulsive shopping, and depression 
— into one convenient diagnosis. But John 
Gunderson, a clinical psychiatrist at 
McLean Hospital, in Belmont, and a pio- 





neer in BPD research, believes that border- 
line personality disorder is a very specific 
illness — not simply a response to trauma 
or a variation on more well-defined men- 
tal-health problems. 

“These are people, usually women, who 
grew up feeling they didn’t get the needed 
amount of attention and nurturing,” Gun- 
derson says. “They are angry about this 
and are searching for ways to make up for

it in their relationships. They have high ex- 
pectations and become angry, desperate, 
and self-destructive when let down.” 


ARA, 40, sits Indian-style at the kitchen 

table in her Somerville apartment. Her 
face is open and girlish, and she immediately 
apologizes for a slight stutter and bronchial 
cough, neither of which is particularly no- 
ticeable. Outside, the neighborhood kids 
holler, savoring one of the last carefree 
disks before school starts. It is approaching 


Kara’s most dreaded time of day. 

“Night’s the worst,” she confesses. “I 
start thinking that nobody really likes me 
and nobody really cares about me. And I 
start wanting to cut and burn myself.” 

It has been said that the borderline patient 
lacks “emotional skin.” If so, Kara has 
coped by toughening herself from the out- 
side in. Her arms are a pinkish terrain of 
scars, grafts, and hardened tissue; her hands 
are prematurely gnarled from immersion in 
saucepans of boiling water. Recently, she 
took a straight-edge razor to her breasts. 

“The anger was gone,” Kara recalls of 
the first time she burned herself, by placing 
a hot iron to her calf. “There was relief and 
calm, kind of a pleasant feeling at first. I 
felt like I deserved it, because I was such a 
horrible, awful person. I wanted to do it 
some more.” 

She runs a finger along the skin graft on 
her right forearm, courtesy of flesh from 
her thigh. “But in the back of my head,” 
she adds, “there was also a part of me that 
thought if I do this, maybe I'll get help.” 

Eventually, her behavior did land her in 
the hospital. Kara was relieved; she loves 
hospitals. The child of an abusive, hard- 
drinking father and a cold mother who 
barely left her bedroom, Kara displays a 
classic borderline tendency: the desire to 
cling to a savior, a rescuer. For her, it’s 
male authority figures, most often a boss, a 
doctor, or a therapist. 

“I know when I’ve been in the hospital 
I’m totally out of control,” she says. “I'll 
kick, yell at people, hit things, refuse to co- 
operate with them. But it’s all because I 
want attention. I want them to show car- 
ing, nurturing toward me even if I’m being 
difficult.” 

Difficult. It’s a word heard often in dis- 
cussions of borderline personality disorder. 
Indeed, BPD sufferers, unable to verbalize 
their emotional needs, are notoriously hard 
on therapists. Clinicians often turn patients 
away, unwilling to cope with the borderline’s 
chronic suicide attempts (10 percent of 
BPD sufferers die by their own hands), slow 
improvement, and “manipulative” behaviors. 
Many therapists accept only one or two into 
their practices; indeed, a psychiatrist ap- 
proached for this article declined to be inter- 
viewed for fear that potential patients would 
read it and think that he actually liked to 
treat borderline cases. “They take their toll,” 
he says. One borderline patient who has

been hospitalized nearly 50 times in seven 
years for suicidal tendencies was once told 
by a therapist: “You are enough to make a 
woman pull her hair out.” 

This attitude toward BPD has created a 
vicious circle. Not only does it reinforce a 
borderline patient’s worst fear — rejec- 
tion — but it also contributes to an infor- 
mation lag within the psychiatric commu- 
nity. Wary of the borderline patient’s bad 
reputation, many therapists fail to keep 
abreast of current research and treatment 
methods. When a BPD sufferer enters 
treatment, most often for a compulsive be- 
havior such as substance abuse or an eat- 
ing disorder, these clinicians are not pre- 
pared to diagnose the real problem. And 
without proper treatment, the chances of 
suicide climb. 

One such case that made headlines local- 
ly was that of Harvard psychiatrist Mar- 
garet Bean-Bayog and her patient Paul 
Lozano, whom she was treating for BPD. 
Bean-Bayog surrendered her medical li- 
cense and forked over a $1 million mal- 
practice settlement when her unconven- 
tional, sexually charged regression tech- 
niques allegedly pushed Lozano to suicide 
in 1991. Extreme? Yes. More commonly, 
therapists misdiagnose BPD as bipolar dis- 
order or depression, or encourage extra 
sessions to ease a client’s neediness — a 
decision that only intensifies the cravings 
for attention. 

Some clinicians think BPD has been so 
stigmatized within the profession that the 
name, and perhaps even the diagnosis, 
should be reevaluated. One doctor admits 
to not telling borderline patients their di- 
agnosis; instead, she stamps them chroni- 
cally depressed. Her rationale? To protect 
the client from further vilification and to 
clinch insurance coverage for the requi- 
site long-term care (currently BPD is not 
widely covered). Marsha Linehan, a ther- 
apist and BPD expert at the University of 
Washington, suggests renaming the syn- 
drome “emotional disregulation disor- 
der,” which more accurately describes the 
BPD patient’s inability to control impul- 
siveness. Therapists specializing in trau- 
ma, on the other hand, recommend ab- 
sorbing the diagnosis into posttraumatic 
stress disorder, to acknowledge the un- 
usually high incidence of abuse among 
sufferers. 

But the borderline patients interviewed 
for this story recall feeling relief upon dis- 
covering their pain had a name. “I don’t 
feel so ashamed now,” says Kara. “I know 
there is a reason.” 


HE DEBATE over BPD comes at a 

time of enormous change in the men- 
tal-health arena. Physiology is overtaking 
psychology as the popular explanation for 
our emotions and actions. Our inclinations 
toward happiness, shyness, violence, reli- 
giosity, and even divorce have been linked 
— with much media fanfare — to our 
genes. To judge by the press clippings, na- 
ture’s got it all over nurture. 

The view that brain physiology controls 
our mental health has been crucial in des- 
tigmatizing mental illnesses, especially 
schizophrenia, bipolar disorder, and de-

pression. If mental illness is in 
the genes, we reason, how can 
it be the patient’s fault? 

Yet no physiological cause of 
BPD has been identified thus 
far. And without hard proof of 
biological causes, its sufferers 
are more easily dismissed. “We 
have this culture that believes 
you’re either mad or bad,” says 
Linehan. “And the idea that a 
person could be disordered and 
not be able to regulate emo- 
tions, but be neither diseased 
nor evil, is not a particularly 
American way of thinking.” 

In the case of BPD, the possi- 
ble link to abuse clouds the is- 
sue even further. “There are 
kids who are abused and grow 
up fine. There are kids who are 
not abused and don’t grow up 
fine,” says Patricia Lawrence, 
president of the New England 
Personality Disorder Associa- 
tion and the mother of a border- 
line daughter with no known 
trauma history. “What about 
kids in wars? Do they all grow 
up to be borderline? It all de- 
pends on a person’s personality 
to begin with.” 

Clinicians recognize the un- 
fairly pejorative connotations of 
the BPD tag, and they’ve initiat- 
ed a flurry of research to get 
borderline patients off the hook. 
The hope is that once BPD has 
been attributed to a misfired 
neuron or wayward chromo- 
some, some pharmaceutical 
company will unveil a magic pill 
— or, at the very least, insur- 
ance companies will begin cov- 
ering treatment more frequently. 

Some researchers theorize that BPD ex- 
ists partly because of chemical imbalances 
in the brain; these imbalances evidently af- 
fect impulse control when stimulated by 
trauma. Others have linked BPD to the 
kind of neurological disturbance that lies 
behind inheritable conditions such as 
epilepsy and attention-deficit disorder. “My

guess,” says Linehan, “is that we’re never 
going to find one thing causing it, just like 
we don’t find one thing causing fever.” 


EOPLE WITH BPD don’t get better, 
or so the clinical war stories go. 
Sholeh and Kara beg to differ. 
“I’m totally different than I was before,” 
says Kara, who is preparing to pursue a 


It is impossible to talk about borderline personality disorder without mentioning its 
effect on friends, lovers, and family members. Because BPD patients rely on extreme 
behavior to connect, often those close to them are the targets of hurtful, infuriating, 
and puzzling actions. Here’s a sampling of questions to ask yourself to help determine 
if someone you know may be suffering from BPD. 

© Do you find yourself concealing what you think or feel because you’re afraid of 
the other person’s reaction, because it just doesn’t seem worth the horrible fight or 
hurt feelings that will follow? Has this become so automatic that you have a hard time 


even identifying what you think or feel? 


@ Are you the focus of intense, even violent rages that make no logical sense, alter- 
nating with periods when the other person acts perfectly loving? 
© Do you feel as though the person sees you as either all good or all bad, with noth- 


ing in between? 


@ When you try to break off the relationship, does the other person try to prevent 
you from leaving in a variety of ways — anything from declarations of love and 
promises to change to implicit or explicit threats?

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master’s degree in computer 
science this fall. “I’m getting 
into this stage that when 1 
have feelings I just let myself 
feel them, instead of trying to 
get rid of them or acting out. | 
have never been able to do 
that before.” 

But aside from patients’ testi- 
monials, there’s scant evidence 
for the efficacy of BPD treat- 
ments. A medicine cabinet’s 
worth of drugs — Prozac, lithi- 
um, Trazedone, Paxil, and Zoloft, 
among others — have been 
found to alleviate some symptoms 
of impulsiveness and anxiety, but 
not on any grand scale. Only an 
approach called Dialectical Be- 
havior Therapy has proven effec- 
tive in controlled clinical trials. 
Devised by the University of 
Washington’s Linehan, it helps 
patients learn to regulate emo- 
tions and impulses. 

Most therapists favor incor- 
porating such behavioral thera- 
pies into a broader approach 
that typically combines psy- 
chotherapy, a prescription or 
two, and group therapy. Group 
therapy, Gunderson explains, 
helps BPD sufferers to recog- 
nize their behavior in others, 
and thus to begin to under- 
stand its causes and effects. 
“That was such a borderliney 
thing to do,” BPD patients now 
quip to one another at McLean. 

What about the stereotype 
of the Fatal Attraction harpy, 
ringing up her therapist at 
three in the morning, threat- 
ening to slit her wrists? Gun- 
derson, who handles nearly a full client 
load of borderline patients, reports that 
he sleeps just fine, thank you. But even 
with an experienced therapist, BPD can 
remain intractable. Up to 65 percent of 
patients continue to meet criteria four to 
seven years after diagnosis; up to 44 per- 
cent do so 15 years later. Not the type of 
statistics we like to hear in a culture that 
smiles on those who shape up, shake it 
off, and fly right. 

“I just feel like borderline people are in a 
lot more pain than we’re given credit for,” 
says Sholeh. “But | also think the pain can 
be taken away with a lot of treatment and a 
lot of... 

“It’s not going to be easy,” she admits. 

Indeed, in an age when even dogs are fed 
Prozac, it’s hard to commit clinical hours 
and research dollars to a solution that’s so 
much more complicated than taking a pill. 
Perhaps, then, the biggest horror of BPD is 
that it demands something BioGen can’t 
bottle: time and patience. 

“I constantly need validation and atten- 
tion,” says Sholeh. “No matter how many 
times people compliment me and say 
‘you’re great, you’re wonderful, I love you,’ 
it’s just never enough. I still feel alone. It 
really is like the little kid who closes her 
eyes and thinks that no one’s there.” &

miracle were in the works for the Red Sox. Not a 


2-0 lead, and immediately started missing 
the strike zone. Rey Sanchez blasted a 3-1 
pitch off the top of the wall for a double, 
then Mike Stanley, the former Red Sock, 
followed with another, a moon shot off the 
fence in deepest center field. An inning lat- 
er, obscure Yankees Andy Fox and Scott 
Pose had doubled and tripled, respectively; 
New York had the lead, and Checo gave 
way to mop-up pitcher Joc Hudson. 

So went the last bright chance for the '97 
Red Sox. It was by no means a disgraceful 
outing; Checo pitched aggressively and 
showed a strong arm, and he didn’t walk 
anyone: Plenty of successful big-league 
pitchers have started worse. But he didn't 
prove that he belongs in the Sox’ starting 
rotation next year. Once again, in a season 
built on hype and optimism, the Red Sox 
tried for easy success-and came up losers. 

If Sox fans are easily deceived — and 
there's plenty of evidence that they are — 
they could look at this year’s squad and see 
the foundation of a better future. There’s 
the .292 team batting average, an out- 
standing infield, and Nomar Garciaparra, 
the shoo-in AL Rookie of the Year. Factor 
in the wealth of young minor-Icaguc talent 
at Pawtucket and a promising rclicf pitcher 
in Tom “Flash” Gordon, and you've got 
... a fourth-place club. As things now 
stand, the Red Sox are four front-line play- 
ers shy of contending for the pennant, and 
they’re one player — namely, Mo Vaughn 
— away from the abyss. And the current 
administration, out of either cheapness or 
cussedness, seems satisfied with that. 

The four front-line players the Sox need 
are the same ones they’ve needed all season 
long: two starting pitchers, a left ficlder, 
and a center fielder. The pitching problem 
has been obvious — the Sox haven't begun 
to recover from the loss of Roger Clemens. 
Even if he’d stayed fat and gone 16-15, the 
Sox could have built their staff around him. 
instead, they went with a string of pitchers 

whose abilities were mostly hypothetical, 
gambling on damaged arms (Brett Saber- 
hagen, Butch Henry, Steve Avery) and cr- 
ratic youngsters (Aaron Sele, John Was- 
din), till finally, with the season in ruins, 
they turned to Checo. Adding a pair of 
proven major-league winners would be ex-

pensive, but it would save the Sox 
from holding so many midseason 
pitching auditions. 

Fixing the outfield is just as 
pressing. Troy O'Leary, with a 
.318 average and 80 runs batted 
in, is now officially a very good 
second-rank right fielder. Pen- 
nants have been won with guys 
like O'Leary in the starting lineup. 
But not with the likes of center 
ficldcr Darren Bragg, or Icft ficlder and 
alleged wife-beater Wil Cordero. Bragg is 
tough to criticize; he’s fairly fast, fairly 
good with the glove, and a fairly good hit- 
ter. But if the Sox mean to challenge the 
Orioles and Yankees — well, the Orioles 
have Brady Anderson in center, and the 
Yanks have Bernie Williams. And the At- 
lanta Braves have Kenny Lofton, backed 
up by prodigy Andruw Jones. Fairly good 
doesn’t wash. Meanwhile Cordero, crimi- 
nal problems aside, is just a pellet. He can 
hit some, but his ficlding is terrible — 
though his habit of lunging picturesquely 
after the balls he misplays has led 
some sportswriters to praise his 
defensive abilities. 

There’s no reason to think the Sox 
will make the necessary upgrades. 
The teams they’re chasing have built 
up the biggest payrolls in the game, 
but Sox general manager Dan Du- 
quctte congratulates himself on his 
austerity. While the contenders are 
spending pilcs of money so that they 
may rake in piles more, the Sox are

maintaining, by baseball standards, a tight 
little budget. Team president John Harring- 
ton is not running a team of his own, for 
personal glory, but is managing an asset of 
the Yawkey estate; his job is simply to maxi- 
mize the team’s markct valuc for its future 
sale. That, in turn, means convincing the 
public that the team needs a lucrative new 
ballpark before it can spend on quality to 
compete with the top teams in the league. 
Which brings us to Mo Vaughn. The 
Red Sox’ alienated first baseman has an- 
nounccd that he wants out of town because 
the team won't offer him $10 million a year 
to stay. From the standpoint of fiduciary 
responsibility and public relations, the team 
is making the clever move, pitting itself 
against a 29-year-old who thinks it’s be- 
neath him to accept a mere $8.5 million. 
The infinitely manipulable Fenway fans 
started booing him; the Globe's Will Mc-

of contention, had left nothing to play for.

Ask the Orioles how much good it did them 
to have the game’s greatest shortstop during 
the lean years between the time they hounded 
Eddie Murray out of town and the time they 
signed Rafael Palmeiro.

if not all, games would be intradivisional. 

At the end of the season, the winner of 
the A division would play the winner of the 
National League’s A division in the World 
Series.

Instead, in other postseason action, the 
top two teams in the B division would play 
the lowest two teams in the A division, 
with the losers relegated to B for the next 
season and the winners promoted to A. 

As of last week, the Red Sox would have 
been neck-and-neck with the White Sox, 
struggling to stay out of the elimination 
playoffs, while the Yankees would have 
been desperately trying to catch the Orioles. 
Over in the second tier, Milwaukee and De- 
troit would have been battling for the right 
to advance to the big time. 

No more would the Harringtons and Du- 
quettes, or the likes of Milwaukee owner 
Bud Selig, have to whine about the high 
price of free agents. The small-market 
teams, the feckless and rebuilding teams, 
could retreat to the B division, and develop 
young, cheap players to their hearts’ content. 
If they did it well enough, they’d earn a shot 
at the big time. If not, at least they wouldn’t 
clutter up the good teams’ schedules.

Fill-a-Buster 


Fill-a-Buster, a greasy spoon across from the State House, may have 
Greek origins, but the gems here are all-American. The banana and 
apple muffins (90 cents), baked fresh daily, are so moist and sugary 
they need plastic wrap to hold together. Later in the day, Hill 
denizens pop into the bedroom-size eatery to see if any bread or rice 
pudding ($1), served in plastic cups, is left from the morning run. 

George Grigas took over the twentysomething-year-old estab- 
lishment less than a year ago. He has no idea where the restau- 
rant’s name comes from, but he’s keeping it, along with recipes 
that were passed down. If not all of those recipes are worth hold- 
ing onto, there’s still the spinach pie ($5.25), made with phyllo 
dough and generously stuffed with sautéed greens and cheese, 
and the crispy falafel ($4.75), with baba ghanoosh that tastes like 
tartar sauce. (Not exactly authentic baba ghanoosh, but it tastes 
good.) The fresh turkey-breast sandwich ($3.75) is a refreshing 
break from the processed turkey-roll version foisted upon deli 
customers elsewhere. Rumor has it that Governor Weld used to 
come here for the cheeseburger and fries ($3.60). Take-out is ad- 
vised, as the décor runs toward orange stools, card tables, and 
yellowing photographs of souviaki and pita.

Monday through Friday from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. Call (617) 523-8164.

Marrakesh

only authentic Moroccan restaurant in Mas- 

sachusctts.” Since my knowledge of Moroc- 
can cooking is derived from cookbooks and one 
visit to the Moroccan restaurant at Walt Disney's 
Epcot Center, Marrakesh could be authentic, a 
good copy, or an utter travesty, so far as | would 
know. But | can tell you reliably that some dishes 
at Marrakesh are very, very good, whether they are 
authentic or not, and that some are rather bland. 

The room, which looks like a converted bar, is 
small, but the feeling is warm. A considerable vari- 
ety of (probably) authentic music, from full brass 
bands down to solo strings and drums, adds greatly 
to the ambiance, as do pot- 
tery tagines (conical dishes) 
that must be authentic, since 
they look exactly like the pic- 
tures in Paula Wolfert’s book 
Couscous and Other Good 
Food from Morocco. 

Wolfert fans and culinary 
newcomers alike will approve 
of the chicken bastilla appe- 
tizer ($6.95). This is the clas- 
sic Moroccan showoff dish, 
sometimes made with squab, 
that comes to the table.as a 
decorated flat, hot pic filled 
with an exquisite and rather 
sweet mixture of chicken, egg 
sauce, ground almonds, cinnamon, and sugar. 
Wolfert says it is caten with the thumb and two fin- 
gers of the right hand, and implies that licking 
one’s burncd fingers is part of the experience. The 
restaurant, helpfully, provides knives and forks, 
and I think the bastilla is just as good without pain 
— a filling, swect-and-savory dish that is both 
completely exotic and casy to like. It could be even 
more magical with finer pastry, but still, Mar- 
rakesh’s version is not to be missed. There is also a 
scafood bastilla ($7.95) and a vegetable bastilla 
($5.95). The latter is filled with green peas, raisins, 
and rice, and is perhaps a little too sweet. 

Other starters include two soups and several 
salads. Of the soups, | preferred the shourba 
($3.50; $2.50 at lunch), a clear, tart, spicy veg- 
etable soup with a bright-yellow broth. Harira 
($3.50; $2.50 at lunch) is the better-known spicy 
tomato soup that some Muslims use each evening 
to break the fast of Ramadan. Though | was only 
normally hungry, | found it deliciously herbal, 
hearty with lentils, chickpeas, and noodles. 

The “Moroccan appetizer” ($6.50) includes four 
salads between “spokes” of preserved lemon peel. 
Zaalook is this cuisine’s version of mashed eggplant , 
enriched with tomato and serious pepper. Charmola, 
which is also sometimes a sauce, is a kind of cooked 
salsa with tomato, zucchini, a lot of cumin, and a lit- 
tlc cilantro. A potato salad has a clear and sour mari- 
nade and a lot of parsley, and a carrot salad is made 
from cooked carrots with herbs. Shlada bidawita 
($3.50) is a simple salad of tomatoes with cumin, 
again with four slices of preserved lemon peel. 

My favorite main dishes were the most compli- 
cated: lamb mashmash ($13.95) and Tagine 
Souiri ($14.95; 6.95 at lunch). The latter, our 
waiter explained, is a specialty of a particular sea- 
side village, and onc of the few fish tagines in the 
Moroccan repertoire. (A tagine is the classic Mo- 
roccan stew, slow-cooked in the flat-bottomed, 
conical-lidded dish of the same name.) It’s a mar- 
vclous entréc, made with a swordfish steak in a 
lively sauce of green olives and herbs, with herbal 
fried potatoes. This sauce could be adapted to any 
fish from haddock to blucfish; here, the dense 


Te CLAIM ON the menu is that this is “the 
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mceatiness of swordfish works well. The lamb 
mashmash is a well-done stew of lamb marinated 
in honey, and finished in a tart sauce with raisins, 
apricots, and a strong sprinkling of scsame. 

Moroccan chicken ($12.95) is also fairly lively, 
a half-chicken in a sauce ycllow with turmeric and 
saffron, tart with olives and preserved lemon, and 
again slightly sweet. “Couscous tfaya” ($12.95), a 
considerable mound of couscous on a quartcr- 
chicken, has a sweeter saucc of golden onions, 
chickpeas, raisins, and a lot of cinnamon. 

There’s always something appealing about cous- 
cous, the tiny steamed pasta smaller than the 
grains of millet for which it is named, but at Mar- 
rakesh the issue is compli- 
cated by the blandness of 
many of the couscous dish- 
es. The “Prince couscous” 
($11.95; $7.95 at lunch), 
for example, is a broiled 
chicken breast with steamed 
wintcr squash, zucchini, car- 
rot, rutabaga, and white 
potato, all on vast heaps of 
delicate couscous without 
sauce. One possible strategy 
at lunch is to order both a 
tagine and a couscous, and 
eat the one on the other. 

But beware of the veg- 
etable tagine ($12.95) which 
is another plate of steamed plain vegetables, such 
as peas, green beans, carrot, white potato, rutaba- 
ga, and acorn squash. Onc yearns for a sauce 
perhaps harissa, the deadly Moroccan hot saucc. 
At dinner, some dishes (such as the Moroccan 
chicken) are served with a side of couscous, which 
does the job. You might also consider. the clabo- 
rate diafa dinners ($19.95 to $25.95 per person) 
which are the restaurant's idea of appropriate ban- 
quets for a group. 

With such sweet food, the Moroccan idea of 
dessert is more like tea snacks — slightly salty 
pastries designed to be eaten with very sweet Mo- 
roccan mint tea. A pastry plate ($3.95) might fea- 
ture “gazelle horns” stuffed with cinnamon rice or 
ground almonds flavored with lemon and rosewa- 
ter; a crescent of something we might call a 
sesame “peanut sandy”; a saltier, plumper sesame 
cake; sliced butter cookies; an almond biscotto or 
two. When the machine works, there is espresso 
($2). | didn’t see spiced Moroccan coffee on the 
menu, but maybe soon. 

Marrakesh is on a relatively quiet block of East 
Cambridge, west of the courthouse but east of the 
Portuguese neighborhood. It’s not far from a live- 
poultry butcher, and it’s across the street from a 
Moroccan bookstore (both French and Arabic), 
which probably makes this New England’s first 
Little Morocco. For the sake of lively, exotic din- 
ing out, Ict’s hope it’s not the last. 

® 

It’s almost impolite to mention it, but the pre- 
sent restaurant boom, like the last one, will end 
someday. The previous crash, in the late ’80s, ush- 
ered in a period of mandatory Northern Italian 
menus, sequels to established restaurants, and 
small immigrant-run cafés. If the restaurant gods 
arc just, the next shakeout will favor those who 
abandon wild experiments for a small core of spe- 
cialtics done uniquely well. A more reasonable pre- 
diction: because members of the new culinary cs- 
tablishment are generally fricndly toward one an- 
other, the more businesslike among them will find 
themselves sustaining the talented spendthrifts, 
with (eventually) attendant public friction. 7 
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The following represent some of Greater Boston's more 
noteworthy restaurants, some Boston Phoenix advertisers 
among them. Most of these listings have been distilled from 
our full-length reviews. Entree prices are rounded to the 
nearest dollar.

Storm & Stress 


Never let it be said that Touch & Go's Storm & 
Stress don’t want to explain themselves. 
Highlights from our favorite press release of 
the year: “[Storm & Stress] is about an 
impossible situation . . . the improperness of 
pop artifice mixed with legitimate attempts at 
being serious . . . teenage aspirations tripped 
up by music that teenagers probably don’t 
want to listen to . . . it's about being paralyzed 
by what's in front of you, in this case, the song 
we're trying to play. It just seems like that’s the 
only honest way to play music right now, 
without being hokey.” Even better: “We're an 
innocent band, sort of the way robots are 
innocent. Or the way Claudia Schiffer is 
innocent in magazine pictures, or the way 
balloons are at a child’s birthday party. Most 
frighteningly, innocent the way a lot of things 
exist without giving one shit about me or you. 
You know, like power lines in Midwestern farm 
fields heading towards cities . . .” Think post- 
indie rock's dangling loose threads projected 
to their fastidious dead ends — repetition 
circling into abstraction, blank stares and 
poker faces. They'll play O'Brien's Pub (782- 
6245) in Allston on September 27 with 
experimental-tolk Brits the Shadow Ring 
(think the Godz, early VU, Neutral Milk Hotel's 
weirder moments) and Juneau, before moving 
on to the Living Room (401-521-5200) in 
Providence on the 28th. 

All right, enough highbrow crap — for 
easily understood punk rock, there’s G-rated 
psychotronica misfits the Groovie Ghoulies, 
on an Eastern-seaboard tear with the 
helplessly romantic Mr. T Experience at the 
Middle East (864-EAST) on October 1 and the 
Met Café (401-861-2142) in Providence the 
next night. The Offspring bypass Boston again 
in favor of the Strand (401-272-0444) in 
Providence on October 2, with the ska-flavored 
Voodoo Glow Skulls and Joykiller, who've 
just released the most orchestrated retropop- 
punk album (Three, Epitaph) since Rocket 
from the Crypt’s Scream, Dracula, Scream. 

On the metal front, Henry Rollins’s favorite 
African-American lesbian skinhead hits town 
when Skunk Anansie raid the Call (401-421- 
4271) in Providence on September 28, and the 
Middle East downstairs on September 29. 
Last, and least, Iron Maiden’s Bruce 
Dickinson deserves some sort of award for 
honesty by bringing a band called Geezer with 
him to the Strand on September 28; the 
following night he’s at Sir Morgan’s Cove (508- 
753-2188) in Worcester.

Menino worded the proclamation 
declaring September 25 through 
28 “International Fine Art 
Weekend” and welcoming the 
city’s first annual Boston 
International Fine Art Show 
[BIFAS]. 

“Maybe people are more 
familiar with antiques shows,” 
says Tony Fusco, BIFAS co- 
producer. “This is the same 
thing except it’s for fine arts. It 
brings focus and attention to the

arts for that weekend. It allows 
outside galleries to introduce 
themselves to local collectors, 
and in Boston’s case there are 
already a number of really great 
local galleries that would be 
invited to any international art 
fairs. So why a city like Boston, 
with such a prominent arts 
community, didn’t have an 
annual art fair — that was the 
big question.” 

Enter Fusco and Jacqueline 
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Sideli (a producer of some 
dozen antiques-show-type events 
annually in New England), who 
are confident BIFAS will 
complement any of the nation’s 
other fine-arts shebangs. They've 
corralled some 45 galleries — a 
few from Boston, plus 
representatives from 19 states, 
Germany, and England. “We 
have a huge range, a wider 
variety of art-under any roof 
except a museum,” says Fusco. 
“Someone said it’s six centuries 
and six continents. We don’t 
know about Australia, but we've 
got a dealer who specializes in 
Japanese art, and another who's 
an expert in the art of 
Zimbabwe.” 

With works priced from $100 
to $100,000 and beyond, the 
show's designed to be accessible 
to both seasoned collector 
hounds and first-timers. “If 
someone's buying their first 
piece of art,” Fusco points out, 
“this gives them an opportunity 
to compare, shop around, have a 
chance to discover what they 
really like and what they're 
attracted to. It’s a chance to 
meet dealers, learn why things 
are priced the way they are, 
understand the markets, and ask 
questions.”

p roblem: how do you get audiences to check out 
new dance, theater, music, and visual art by 
people they've never heard of? Solution: bells, horns, 
whistles, and whoops. At Icast, that’s what four of the 
city’s major contemporary arts institutions have come 
up with in their second annual “1! Day 4 
Contemporary Arts” festival/showcase next Saturday. 
Hanging together (so they can avoid hanging 
separately?) will be the American Repertory Theatre, 
Boston Musica Viva, Dance Umbrella, and the 


Institute for Contemporary Arts. By teaming up, 


they've created one-stop shopping for all the stuff 


you thought looked interesting but weren't quite sure 
you wanted to pay to see and/or hear. So “! Day 4 
Contemporary Arts” is partly an attempt to achieve a 
cumulative critical audience mass; it’s also a chance 
to add a little window dressing. For cxample, 
Mauricio Kagel’s “musical action” for 111 bicyclists, 
who'll descend on Harvard Square like a squadron of 
valkyries and toot the aforementioned bells, horns, 
and whistles. 

“ ‘A Day 4° basically comes out of a recognition 
that the four organizations are primarily doing new 
work, and work by younger and not-well-known 
artists,” says ART managing director Robert 
Orchard, “and the realization that since we're all 
trying to find new audiences for new work, we might 
benefit by joining forces with the hope that it would 
stimulate interest in exploring new work and new 
disciplines. 

“It was an experiment last year, but it was 
successful beyond our wildest dreams. Next year we 
hope — depending on the funding that's available — 
for more than just a day, maybe a weckend-long new- 
works festival.”

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The means 
of Violence 


WIM WENDERS does not believe 
that life imitates art, but what hap- 
pened to him when he brought The 
End of Violence to Cannes gave him 
pause. The film is about a Hollywood 
producer who is carjacked by two 
thugs. While at Cannes, Wenders, his 
wife, and his producer and his .pro- 
ducer’s wife were similarly victimized. 

“Yes, that’s true,” says Wenders. 
“After living and shooting peacefully in 
Los Angeles for nine months, we got 
mugged our second day in France. 

“It was the middle of the day and 
we were driving back to the house. 
We stopped in front of the garage 
door and waited for it to open when 
these two guys on a motorcycle 
stopped behind the car. It all hap- 
pened quickly very fast. One stayed 
on the motorbike, the other one 
opened the back door and yelled into 
the car. The strategy, | guess, is to 
scare the people and grab their hand- 
bags and leave, but there weren’t any 
handbags. So he ran and opened the 
trunk of the car. | did the one thing 
that was totally wrong — | jumped out 
of the car and went after him, which 
he didn’t expect. And it was stupid 
because | don’t know what | would 
have done if he had expected it. He 
hesitated for a second and jumped on 
the motorbike and left. | almost 
reached him, but he sped off and 
gave me the finger . . . which pissed 
me off the most of all.” 

After being mugged by criminals, 
Wenders then had to endure a mug- 
ging from audiences and critics 
when his film was shown. 

“Yeah, | was unhappy. Truth is, we 
had to rush the film to have it ready 
for Cannes. And the screening was 
the evening of the Cannes 50th-birth- 
day event. Everyone from the jury and 
every director, actor, and producer in 
the book was sitting in the audience 


— it was like two thousand people, all ° 


members of the profession. | was sit- 
ting there showing what | then consid- 
ered a rough cut. Immediately after- 
ward | came back and spent another 
four weeks. And now I'm very happy.” 

Some Cannes viewers felt this early 
version of the film was a simplistic, 
moralistic homily against the exploita- 
tion of violence by Hollywood. 
Wenders insists his point of view on 
the subject is far from black and white. 

“| think movie violence does influ- 
ence behavior, maybe not directly. 
Regardless, | think we're living at a 
time when control of movie violence 
is out of the question. The only con- 
trol is the control of the market- 
place, because since violence is a 
consumer product, you have to 
speak of the market for it. On the 
one hand, that’s a scary notion; on 
the other hand, it offers hope, 
because the market is always satu- 
rated, and once people become 
sick and tired of seeing the same 
thing, the market will regulate itself 
automatically. 

“Some of the greatest movies are 
extremely violent, but by not showing 
it explicitly; films are powerful by not 
showing something. And we've seen 
too many movies where story and 
emotion are just a function of other 
things. So | think there is hope for 
other kinds of movies, and | think 
this current wave of ultra-violent and 
ultra-explicit movies will necessarily 
run itself out.”

End game 


Wim shows new vigor in Violence 
BY PETER KEOUGH Had The Game been made by a 


director of genius instead of a pretentious hack like David 
Fincher, it might have resembled something like Wim 


Wenders’s The End of Violence. The story is 
much the same: a fabulously wealthy and 
powerful man gets cntangled in a nctwork 
of malevolent, omniscient, seemingly 
omnipotent powers — and in his quest to 
escape and ‘learn the truth, he gets his 
come-uppance and earns redemption. The 
differences are many: depth versus superfi- 
ciality, fecling versus effect, layers of mcan- 
ing and an integrity of vision versus gim- 
mickry and glitz. Throw out a few nagging 
lapses into sentimentality and portcntous- 
ness and some straining of plausibility and 
The End of Violence marks Wenders’s 
return to the ranks of the world’s leading 
filmmakers. 

One of the director's distinctions is the 
metaphorically resonant image. This film 
opens with the beautiful young Cat (Traci 
Lind) in close-up, addressing the camera 
about the nature of violence. An abrupt 
blast off-screen hurls her to the ground, 
crew members run to her aid, and the scene 
is revealed to be a stunt in a movie — or a 
movie within a movie. 

The violence is fake but the injury is real 
— rcal cnough to rouse the film's produc- 
er, Mike Max (Bill Pullman), a successful 
entertainment mogul whose forte is slick, 
violent thrillers, from his telecommunica- 
tions cocoon. Sitting by his poolside, sur- 
rounded by computer screens downloading 
footage of in-production dailics, taking a 
televideo call from his assistant, and check- 
ing on his various financial holdings on 
another screen, he’s both linked to and iso- 
lated from the world. Not even a cell-phone 
call from his’ wife, Paige (Andic 
MacDowell), to say she’s Icaving him can 
dislodge him. The threat that an injured

for some hands-on diplomacy. 

Yet a lawsuit is the least of Max’s prob- 
lems. Just before he signed off from his 
multimedia network, a mysterious 300- 
page classified government document had 
been c-mailed to him. Its import looms 
ominously when two Heckyl and Jckyll 
thugs kidnap him en route to the hospital. 
In a lunar wastcland next to a vast, aban- 
doned cloverleaf, they buffoonishly arguc 
about the wisdom of following their 
cmployers’ orders to kill him. 

Cut to the next morning and a battered 
Max awakens unable to remember how he 
survived. All has been observed, meanwhile, 
by Ray Bering (Gabricl Byrne), a NASA sci- 
entist whose computerized system of hid- 
den cameras and satellite surveillance 
allows him to watch anyone, anywhere, in 
Los Angeles. Holed up in a beehive of video 
monitors in the old Griffith Park 
Observatory (a reference to Rebel Without 


a Cause, as is Wenders’s casting of his old 
crony, veteran director Sam Fuller, in a 
camco role as Bering’s father), he finds his 
complacency dissolving as he replays he 
crime in greater and greater detail, until the 
image disintegrates, a la Blow-Up, into 
video snow. 

As in many Wenders films (The 
American Friend, The State of Things), 
The End of Violence sends two men off in 
a quest to come to terms with each other 
— in this case, though, ncither is fully 
aware of the other's existence. Taking 
refuge with a party of Mexican gardeners, 
soulless media fat cat Max returns, per- 
haps too patly, to the earth. Bering grows 
attached to a Salvadoran widow (Marisol 
Padilla Sanchez) and her daughter 
(Aymara de Llana), whom his shadowy 
boss has assigned to him as a housekeeper 
for the observatory. Incxorably, they draw 
together, the purveyor of illusory violence 
and the observer of real crime, in a meet- 
ing that will be the salvation and the down- 
fall of both. 

The End of Violence may be Wenders’s 
most complexly and rigorously plotted 
films, with stray story threads involving 
-aige, who takes on Max's ruthless-honcho 
role in his absence, and “Doc” Rock, a 
movie-smitten detective who pursues Max's 
case, as well as the enigmatic Cat. What 
saves the movie from being contrived and 
schematic is Wenders’s shimmering 
imagery (much influenced by Michelangelo 
Antonioni), his tone of brooding levity 
(picked up by most of the cast, except the 
brittle MacDowell), and an unexpected 
sense of humor — a scene in which Max 
tries to negotiate with his captors using the 
art of the deal and one in which he cludes 
federal agents through the “invisibility” of 
his gardener disguise are especially apt. 
Mostly Wenders avoids the temptation to 
preach; The End of Violence is not a mes- 
sage but a meditation, a look at the possi- 
bility that the greatest act of vidlence might 
be the act of observation itself. a

Mamet and Anderson in Toronto 


There’s a local hook for two of the more 
smashing world premieres that turned up 


earlier this 
International Film Festival. 

The Spanish Prisoner, an 
ingeniously constructed 
Hitchcockian thriller directed 
and written by our own David 
Mamet, a Newton resident, 
was that rare film at Toronto 
that virtually every critic felt 
disposed to like. Audiences, 
too. It’s much fun! 

There was more argument 
about the ultimate worth of 
Boogie Nights, an erratic but 
extraordinarily pungent fic- 
tional look at the ’70s world of 
porn. Yet everyone praised the 
burst-out talents of 
director/writer Paul Thomas 
Anderson — _ the _ next 
Scorsese? the next Tarantino? 
— who in 1988 split from 
Boston to California after six 
disaffected months as an 
Emerson College frosh. 

The Spanish Prisoner starts 
amid sand, sea, and palm trees 
on a remote Caribbean island 
(recall the opening of Dr. No). 
In the winning manner of mid- 
*50s Hitchcock (The Man Who 
Knew Much, etc.), it catapults 
to New York’s Central Park, 
then to Logan Airport, climax- 
ing on a ferry in Boston 
Harbor. Campbell Scott plays 
Joe Ross, a Hitchcockian regu- 
lar guy sucked into an across- 
the-map intrigue. Rebecca 
Pidgeon, Mamet's off-screen 
wife, races attractively along- 
side as Ross eludes criminals 
and cops, confidence men and 
businessmen, all in pursuit of 
his secret plan, “The Process.” 

“I just read an essay by Jean 
Renoir on Mack Sennett, 
whose only object was to 
entertain the people,” Mamet 
said at Toronto. “That’s what I 
set out to do with The Spanish 
Prisoner. Hitchcock created 
the genre of ‘light thriller,’ and 
this is part of it.” 

Like all of us, Mamet’s pro- 
tagonist feels underappreciat- 
ed by his employers. Which 
makes him perfect game for 
flattering hucksters who 
praise his talents. 

“What is the flaw in this 
supposedly excellent man that 
allows him to trick himself?” 
Mamet asked, then answered, 
“It takes a very strong person 
not to fall victim to the bland- 
ishment ‘You aren't getting 
what you’re worth.’ ” 

I asked was I reading too 
much into The Spanish 
Prisoner in detecting subtle 
Hitchcock references? Ross 
agrees to lunch at New York’s 
Plaza Hotel, and that’s the 
spot from which Cary Grant is 
kidnapped in North by 
Northwest. Ross circles about 
on a carousel, which reminded 
me of Guy and Bruno’s merry- 
go-round battle in Strangers 
on a Train. 

Mamet acknowledged these 
homages but added of 
Hitchcock, “His greatest film 
is Lifeboat,” the 1944 war film 
in which a Hollywood cast 
float about in one set at sea. 
“Lifeboat stuns me, but the real

challenge is about the imagina- 
tion, not the locale.” 

His next movie? “I’m going 
to remake The Winslow Boy, 
which was from a great play by 
Terence Rattigan.” The 1948 
British film starred Robert 
Donat as a lawyer defending a 
Naval cadet charged with theft. 
“I’m going to remake it with 
Rebecca and some _ other 
actors.” 

And Boogie Nights’ Paul 
Thomas Anderson? “Film 
school is a waste of time and 
money!” I told him I’m a film 
prof, so Anderson, a nice guy, 
qualified his remark. “Well, | 
didn’t really go to film school. I 
briefly attended Emerson, but 
it was more that I wanted to 
get away from my hometown, 
LA. I was never very good at 
school. 

“1 did walk into one 
Emerson film class, and the 
professor said, ‘If you’re here 
to write Terminator II, get out!’ 
That was bullshit to me. 
Terminator II is a great movie. 
Anyway, | got the feeling that 
film school wasn’t practical 
enough. Real filmmaking is 
about unions and overtime.” 

And about being thirsty and 
sweaty for round-the-clock 
movies, a rare quality among 
today’s film-school cool. 
“Since I was a kid, I’ve been a 











film freak. Watching every- 
thing, loving everything. My 
taste is really broad, from 
David Mamet and Jonathan 
Demme, two favorites, to 
Robert Downey Sr. His Putney 
Swope is a massive influence.” 

And Nashville? “You've said 
it all! A masterpiece! I wish 
they’d release it on laserdisc 
and letter-boxed, a wonderful 
Cinemascope movie!” 

Boogie Nights opens with a 
long, intricate, impressive, 
visually sensual tracking shot 
through a 1970s California 
nightclub. It’s typical of 
Anderson in that there’s film 
history behind it. “The first 
time I was aware of a tracking 
shot was Julien Temple’s 
Absolute Beginners, then 
Scorsese, Orson Welles, Max 
Ophuls . . . My underwater 
shot in the swimming pool 
scene is inspired by / Am 
Cuba.” 

Is there also some 
Tarantino? This interview with 
Anderson proves one of the 
first ever: “Nobody has asked 
me that!” Oh, they will, espe- 
cially about Boogie Nights’ 
delirious cocaine-den murder 
scene, as fabulously precocious 
as anything in Reservoir Dogs. 
“It’s only legitimate if you're 
young that they bring up his 
name. He’s made a_ huge 
impression. Pulp. Fiction is 
great filmmaking.” 

Finally, he does indeed 
admire ’70s vintage porn: “The 
Opening of Misty Beethoven is 
a wonderful romantic 
Pygmalion thing, Bob Chin’s 
early Johnny Wadd is great, but 
I haven’t seen a porn film made 
in the last 10 years that’s good. 
They’re so different now, made 
on videotape.” ad

Western Front, before shifting to the suffocating bureaucracy of a military 
courtroom that’s starkly reminiscent of Paths of Glory. And Tavernier’s mini- 
epic is nearly on a par with Milestone’s masterpiece, or Kubrick's. 

The object of Vercel’s ostensibly antiwar statement is Capitaine Conan 
(Philippe Torreton), the leader of a rogue guerrilla attack squad. Conan’s 
methods are unconventional, and his soldiers, whom he refers to as warriors, 
are actually a troop of furloughed prisoners. The platoon delight in the ~ 
bloodlust of battle, but when the war suddenly ends and they’re relegated to 


police duty, frustrations arise. After a vicious raid on a Romanian night club, 


Conan’s entourage becomes the target of a military court martial. As the 
brooding, mercurial leader, Torreton is utterly captivating, and the breath- 
taking cinematography by Alain Choquart makes brilliant use of the vast 
Baltic landscape. Once again, Tavernier (Round Midnight) proves he is

THE PEACEMAKER 


If there was any question about George Clooney's acting ability, four feature 
films have proved that, stripped of his bat suit and out of surgical scrubs, he’s 
little more than a thirtysomething armchair jock blessed with sufficient good 
looks to get paid the big bucks for mumbling insignificant lines in insignifi- 
cant movies. ae ; 

The Peacemaker marks the first film from the DreamWorks brain trust of 
Steven Spielberg, David Geffen, and Jeffrey Katzenberg. It’s a tiresome, 
catch-the-terrorists formula starring Clooney as a maverick military-intelli- 
gence officer and Nicole Kidman as a nuclear-arms specialist with an Ann 


Taylor wardrobe and a G.I. Jane ax to grind. The plot, which revolves around 
_ arenegade Russian general and a hijacked cache of atomic warheads, feels a 


bit like True Lies without the campy fun. A few of the action sequences spark 
some thrills, and director Mimi Leder demonstrates a knack for visual flair, 
but there’s too little to hang her cool camerawork on, Compared with his 
work here and in One Fine Day and Batman & Robin, Clooney’s perfor- 
mance in From Dusk till Dawn begins to look like an Oscar-caliber perfor- 
mance in an Oscar-caliber film. At the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle 


The hype here is that Wes Craven “presents” and three horror “all-stars” 
Robert Englund (Freddy Krueger), Tony Todd (the Candyman), and Kane 
Hodder (Jason) have small acting parts. But the director is make-up artist _ 
Robert Kurtzman, and the villain is the Djinn (Andrew Divoff), an awakened 
genie who acquires the strength to kill from people’s wishes. Unfortunately, 
the Djinn, even in his disguise as a human, isn’t as disturbing as Jason or 
Freddy. Neither does Kurtzman have Craven’s ability to make us laugh and 
then surprise with moments of fright. Instead of scaring us, he only offers 
gory effects. 

But screenwriter Peter Atkins (who also penned Hell on Earth) has cooked 
up a cleverly sadistic story by turning the genie (usually depicted as a friend- 
ly dude like Robin Williams or Shaquille O’Neal) into the universe’s greatest 
evil. And Tammy Lauren is tough enough and cute enough to star as 
Alexandra, who awakens the Djinn and then must ask him for three wishes 
so he can rule the earth. Frankly, I’m embarrassed | couldn’t figure out how 
Alexandra was going to use one of these wishes to stop the Djinn without 
precluding the possibility of a sequel.

DIFFERENT FOR GIRLS 


What would you do if you ran into an old high-school buddy 15 years later 
and discovered that he was, now a she? That’s the crux of Rupert Graves’s 
gender-bending vehicle, which should make a lovely, sexually offbeat end- 
piece to the soon-to-be-released Intimate Relations, where Graves becomes 
involved with a woman he refers to as his “mum.” 

Here Graves plays Prentice, a thirtysomething motorcycle hack who’s 
the portrait of a British malcontent. Prentice literally bumps into Karl 
(Steve Mackintosh looking like Tom Hanks’s roommate from the sit-com 
Bosom Buddies), who after a transsexual operation is going by the name 
of Kim. She’s a stiff-upper-lipped recluse with a nine-to-five writing verse 
for a greeting-card company. The two reunite awkwardly, but after a scuf- 
fle with the law, an evening at a punk-rock club, and numerous conversa- 
tions about sex, the relationship burgeons toward romance. Yet what 
should have been a bawdy good romp gets bogged down in anemic back 
stories and tiresome posturing. Only Graves’s mercurial energy and a 
soundtrack loaded with *70s punk nostalgia keep the film interesting. At 
the Kendall Square.

This is one more restive examination of frayed male interactions from the 
pen of David Mamet (The Untouchables and House of Games) that rips two 
urbanites from the comforts of civilization and plunges them into the unfor- 
giving harshness of the wild. Billionaire Anthony Hopkins and photographer 
Alec Baldwin survive a plane crash in Alaska’s remote grizzly country, then 
spend the rest of the film avoiding the hot jaws of a rampaging bear. As if 
that weren’t enough, the plot morphs into a battle of egos when Hopkins 
finds evidence that Baldwin is having an affair with his wife (Elle 
Macpherson). 

Those accustomed to Mamet’s ingenious, tight, terse twists will be disap- 
pointed: he’s formed the shells of two dull, barely likable characters and sent 
them off into the wilderness in the hope they'll create a dark character study. 
Hopkins and Baldwin smolder with intensity, and the direction by Lee 
Tamahori (Once Were Warriors) is crisp, but the real stars are the breathtak- 
ing Alaskan landscape and Bart the bear. At the Copley Place, the Fresh Pond, 
and the Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

On the street 


Newbury’s fall foliage deserves a peep 
BY CHRISTOPHER MILLIS You'd think a 


subject as 


geographically 


restricted and 


conceptually defined as the art galleries on 
Newbury Street would be sufficiently tight to 
talk about. Well, you’d be wrong. It turns out 
there at least three Newbury Streets. And they 


largely have nothing to do with 
one another, like half-siblings who 
get together only during holidays. 

First, there’s Olde Newbury 
Street (often signaled by a name 
that includes the phrase “Fine 
Art”), whose emporia are actually 
closer to funeral parlors than 
showcases for art. Olde Newbury 
Street specializes in mediocre oil 
paintings in gilt frames by artists 
whose major distinction is that 
they’re dead. Its galleries tend to 
be carpeted, heavily curtained, 
and musty, with a feel for the 
bygone Boston that wasn’t 


ashamed of its tenements. Lots of 


clipper ships and landscapes. 
Then there’s Newbury Street 
Lite, where dentists shop and art 
is conceived as a recliner chair for 
the eyes. The middlebrow ambi- 
tions of the Lite galleries can be 
identified in a variety of ways. 
Watch out for a one-to-one corre- 


spondence between the name of 


the gallery and the name of the 
artist on exhibit, for example. At 
this writing there are two spots 
where the work in the window is 
by the same person whose name 
is over the door; said work dread- 
ful in the way that commercial TV 
is dreadful: catchy and dull. 
(There should be secret passages 
between the Lite and the Olde so 
that when a Lite artist dies, the 
paintings can be piped next 
door.) Other signs of Lite include 
showing the works of celebrities 
who also paint, like Peter Max 
and Tony Bennett. 

Finally, you’ve got No 
Nonsense Newbury Street, which 
has to tolerate its rogue counter- 
parts the Way ]FK Jr: has to put 
up with his embarrassing cousins. 
A dozen or so No Nonsense gal- 
leries can be recommended as 
hard-working, committed, and 
genuine. And the artists they're 
presenting this fall range from 
accomplished to inspired. 

One of the most thrilling and 
unexpected shows up now is at 


the Creiger-Dane Gallery (36 
Newbury), where Jane 
Goldman’s huge, icy watercolors 
of dried flowers and bittersweet 
deliver the feel of stepping into 
one of those flower refrigerators 
at the supermarket: a world 
within a world where beauty 
competes with the peculiar and 
what’s attractive borders on the 
perverse. Goldman, whose tech- 
nical skills place her among the 
true cognoscenti of the medium, 
achieves her mesmerizing results 
through two simple inversions: 
she makes the small large and the 
muted bright. In Big Fall Light, a 
five-foot-tall autumnal spray of 
desiccated pods and branches 
towers by a sunny window in a 
clear square vase. What’s more, 
the surface on which the 
arrangement rests reflects the 
window and vase, so that the 
luminosity seems to echo — 
stereo brightness. Goldman rein- 
vigorates the traditional still life 
by confronting its limits, themat- 
ic as well as material: dead flow- 
ers in a dizzying dance of light, 
watercolor rendered with a preci- 
sion few achieve in acrylic or oil. 
It’s breathtaking. 

Two other illuminati of a dif- 
ferent but no less engaging kind 
are to be found at Gallery Naga 
(67 Newbury), in the refined 
and remarkable work of Irene 
Valincius and Ron Rizzi. There’s 
a Biblical quality to Valincius’s 
abstract torches. It’s as if each 
panel held a branch of the 
Burning Bush from which God 
spoke to Moses — they have 
that level of communicative, 
powerful incandescence. 
Valincius paints the same essen- 
tial form: a vertical staff runs 
down the center of each rectan- 
gular frame, which she treats to 
varying bursts of color, glowing 
white toward the centers and 
darkening outward from the 
radiant cores. The artist thereby 
creates a kind of lightning storm

across the walls of the gallery; 
you can almost smell the ozone. 

Valincius’s organic, mythic, 
typically transcendent flames — 
they come closer to meteors than 
to lava — find a fierce counter- 
point in the intensely social, 


brooding, subdued paintings of 


Ron Rizzi. Rizzi is one of the few 
painters whose complicated 
process of production — among 
other things, he paints images 
that he has first photographed 
and then manipulated on a com- 
puter — is totally justified; every 
step is a meaningful contribution 
to his outcome. The artist creates 
image’ Phat suggest teleyisign 
screens of the sort we’ve never 
seen: ones that tell the truth. 
They’re disturbingly mournful. 

In Burnt Snow IV the frail and 
troubled face of an Asian woman 
appears to be disappearing into 
the far left corner of the elongate 
frame while far to the right the 
first four letters of a word appear

to be emerging: “E-N-O-U.” 
Between the disappearing person 
on the left and the appearing 
word on the right lies an expanse 
of blackness. The result is that the 
entire work seems to be moving 
past you, a conveyor belt of 
images, a visual assembly line. 
Rizzi attends to the dominance of 
celluloid in our culture, the mov- 
ing picture across which people 
are made to vanish and language 
goes incomplete, and his images 
are rendered as grainy and 
incomplete, representational yet 
disembodied — the stuff of the 








Howard Yezerski Gallery (11 
Newbury). There’s nothing writ- 
ten in them, and they’re made of 
blank, smooth sheets of steel 
elegant, weighty, extraordinary 
affairs whose every page could 
smash your fingers. The author 
of “Books from the Pedagogical 
Library” is one Gene Flores, who 
exploits with diabolical tender- 
ness the physical reverence books 
demand and steel books impor- 
tune. Some are mounted on the 
wall, others lie on sturdy tables. 
And the turning of every page is 
an act of strength and in a sense 
an act of deliberate fatuity: you 
“read” for no reason easily iden- 
tified. These are volumes John 
Cage would like to have penned, 
occupying that curious plane 
where dada meets Romanticism, 
where the surreal seems some- 
how natural. 

The new paintings by Tom 
Burckhardt and the sculpture of 
Arlene Shechet at the Bernard 
Toale Gallery (11 Newbury) 
offer another sort of wry, mystic 
transport. Shechet takes what 
appear to be the heads of statues 
of Krishna and mummifies them 
in dripping plaster wraps, as if a 
group of second-graders had 
been given the assignment of 
preserving these disembodied 
icons. On top of the plaster each 
head has some sort of energetic, 
typically colorful design painted 
or scribbled or applied, and all 
the pieces are crowded together 
on a large work table, as if 
silence had suddenly descended 
on the art class. Shechet’s is a 
mischievous, ultimately reveren- 
tial achievement: images of the 
ancient are fused with a shame- 
lessly naive technique, giving to 
the religious a long-overdue 
sense of play and giving to the 
childlike manner of their produc- 
tion a sense of the eternal. 

Tom Burckhardt’s small, ele- 
gant paintings also draw on 
Indian culture, but to appreciate 
them you have to imagine what

Burckhardt’s diminutive 
enamels on wood see cartoonish, 
not-quite-identifiable objects in 
symmetric, even enchanting 
arrangements that ultimately defy 
description. They’re the visual 
equivalent of Burroughs’s cut- 
and-paste method: beyond the 
attractive pitch of Burckhardt’s

yellows and reds and oranges in 
their particular geometry (togeth- 
er suggesting Indian saris), 
there’s no identifying what they’re 
made of or what they’re about.

Not to be missed either is the 
group show at the Barbara 
Krakow Gallery (10 Newbury). 
The highlights include Michael 
Beatty’s “Blips,” wall mountings 
that combine candlepins and 
compasses, curvaceous bottle-like 
wooden forms covered in 
graphite that can be rotated on a 
wall to make circles.

is the nightclub. As ver- 
nacular entertainers, fla- 
menco performers have 
to create personas and 
styles that distinguish 
them from their rivals. 
Family fiefdoms and cult- 
like followers do as much 
as the dance itself to keep 
flamenco alive. The ques- 
tion is how far you can 
push the boundaries 
before you abandon fla- 
menco territory. 

The California-based 
La Tania Flamenco 
troupe, which opened the 
Dance Umbrella season at 
the Emerson Majestic last 
weekend, is poised on an 
eclectic borderline. Many 
of its innovations were 
tasteful and not too dis- 
tracting. Overall, though, 
| felt the dance took sec- 
ond place to the theatrical 
devices that were meant to 
enhance it. 

Artistic director La 
Tania and her partner, 
Andrés Marin, were both 
masters of flamenco tech- 
nique: the changing 
rhythms that entice you in, 
then throw you off base 
with syncopation; the 
rapid-fire footwork that 
can spatter like rain or 
strike like a thunderclap. 
It seemed to me they had 
less command of the 
intensities in between, and 
of the distinctions among 
the sounds made with dif- 
ferent parts of the foot. 
But the miking and the 
rather soft surface of the 
stage floor might have 
flattened out these sub- 
tleties. Both dancers drew 
attention more consistent- 
ly to their upper bodies, 
using gestural ideas from ballet, modern dance, show biz, and an expansion of flamenco’s own lexicon. 

Each number on the program, which featured dance solos and duets as well as specialties for the singers 
and guitarists, emerged suspensefully from a darkened space. The dancers materialized in shafts of white 
light or a gradual dawn. Almost every dance worked the audience up through a series of higher and high- 
er excitements to a sudden cutoff. Marin at this point would drop his dancing attitude and saunter off, 
staring contemptuously at the audience, which in turn would rise to the bait with more applause. 

Marin fashioned himself as an oddball. As if the bolero, cummerbund, and frilled shirt of traditional fla- 
menco were signs of sissiness, he wore black velour tights with various skintight muscle shirts; in one solo 
he went topless. His dancing was constantly embellished with swooping, assertive gestures. He curled his 
wrists with splayed palms, exaggerating the flamenco woman's tightly coiling hands. He seemed unable 
to hold in his tempestuous energy, so his most theatrical gestures would end, then drain off into a new 
move before the resolution was definite. He didn’t seem to have any particular focus for these histrionics 
except showing off to the audience. In the end, he reminded me of the alluring but slightly epicene 
Michael Flattey, the iconic star of Lord of the Dance. 

La Tania also played up the dramatics with flamboyant gestures and emotive stalkings around the space. 
She too made revisions on the costume. In one piece she wore a simple black satin haltertop gown with the 
ruffled train lined in white, and she wrapped or framed herself in a white shawl that was mostly fringe. In 
another piece it was ankle-length black velvet with a swag of black lace trailing asymmetrically over the skirt. 

She had no shame about showing her ankles, and in the most virtuosic passages she'd lift her skirts, 
sometimes up to the thigh, not provocatively but with a practical air, as if to get them out of the way. | 
liked her most in the last, Gypsy-like piece, Herencia Mora, when she seemed to let the footwork convey 
all her passion and pride. 

Although flamenco is essentially a rhythm dance, La Tania Flamenco wants us to see the dance as well 
as feel it. Sometimes this distracted me, and sometimes it overrode the rhythm entirely. In their duet Por 
la Verea, La Tania wore a plain red Victorian dress, and Marin, still jacketless and collarless, also had a 
red top. They enacted a standard man-woman battle, stomping at each other angrily, facing off with 
upraised arm, pivoting away to leave, arrested by second thoughts. It could have been Alvin Ailey or a film 
by Carlos Saura. &

Mars attack 


Robert Dubac delivers the male 


BY CAROLYN CLAY Well, he could hardly call it The Male Ego (an 
oxymoron), could he? Be that as it may, writer and performer Robert 
Dubac’s drolly titled The Male Intellect (an oxymoron) does encompass

an abundance of the sort of con- 
tradictions evoked by the title. The 
show, having enjoyed successful 
engagements in Denver and 
Chicago, has been ensconced at 
Boston’s 57 Theatre since August 
but is only now opening for review 
— which makes it a long-running 
preview. Dubac, who plays six 
characters in search of an answer 
(to the Freudian query “What do 
women want?”), qualifies as a 
one-man ensemble. And the piece, 
which good-naturedly zetzes men 
and women alike, might be said to 
sling tender arrows. Of course, 
connections can always be drawn 
between the male organ, as 
schizoidly viewed by its owner, 
and that granddaddy of all oxy- 
morons: the jumbo shrimp. 
Assuming the genre equivalent 
of a Marlboro Man stance, Dubac 
straddles the gap between theater 
and stand-up — not to mention 
the one between male bravado 
and boyish bewilderment. What 
makes his Male Intellect alter ego, 
a recently jilted chauvinist named 
Bobby, charming is that he is 
more self-disparaging than put- 
upon or macho (the show opens 
to the wistful Straw Man strains 
of “If | Only Had a Brain”). 





Bobby seems genuinely pained by 
the quandary his becr-swilling, 
cat-hating, channel-flipping, 
messed-up but romantically 


‘questing maleness has put him in: 


if this guy were Henny 
Youngman, it would be “Take my 
dick — please.” Ah, but he’s 
stuck, with it, warts and all. And 
he wants to be a good guy (if 
that’s not an oxymoron). 
Following a brief prologue in 
which Bobby introduces us to a 
contemporary canon of self-help, 
he walks us into the cavern of his 
mind: the left side is a cluttered 
frat-house bunker, the right side a 
blank slate awaiting the touch of 
his “feminine side” (a soothing 
female voice that plays Tinker Bell 
to Bobby’s Peter Pan). It seems 
that Bobby’s fiancée, Julic, has 
vamoosced, giving him two wecks 
to achieve some sort of Zen bal- 


ance between male-feasance and 
sensitivity. As the clock ticks 
toward a deadline, he recalls the 
goofball male mentors of his past 
(spent along the shores of Lake 
Loretta, where, in matters of the 
heart, “he was taught to swim ina 
lead suit”) and trics to come up 
with a formula to get his girl back. 

The conccit is pretty silly, its 
development schematic, the char- 
acter’s eventual epiphany a trick 
done with blackboard crascrs. 
But, hey, Dubac is not David 
Mamet; neither does he aspire to 
be. He’s just a witty, likable per- 
former creating a showcase for 
himself while plugging into a sub- 
ject of universal contemporary 
(one might say, in Men Are froin 
Mars, Women Are from Venus par- 
lance, interplanctary) interest. 
And his Bobby takes an entertain- 
ing monologic journey, introduc- 


Presents of mind 


Free Gift and The Two-Character Play 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE It is a sweet duty indeed to welcome 


Israel Horovitz into the woefully underpopulated world of men who 
write well about women. With Free Gift (presented by Theatre Redux at 


the First Parish Church of 
Cambridge, Fridays and 
Saturdays through September 


27), the prolific Horovitz, many of 
whose best-known works are 
about men, proves that his imagi- 
nation can breach the gender bar- 
rier and reach across those of race 
and class as well. 

Free Gift is a beautifully crafted 
work, simple in structure but rich 
in character and emotion. Set in 
the music room of a Greenwich 
Village home, the play centers on 
two women who meet for the first 
time and gradually reveal how 
intricately and intimately their 
lives are intertwined. 

Roselle is a tired, white, wid- 
owed mother well into middle 
age; Heather is young, single, 
black, and ambitious. Raised in 
poverty, Heather is finishing her 
PhD at Rutgers while selling life 
insurance to make ends meet. 
When the play opens, she has just 
arrived at Rosclle’s home, osten- 
sibly to present a sales pitch and 
deliver a free desk diary in return 
for Roselle’s attention. Early on, 








the two women sip tea and make 
strained small talk, as if they were 
total strangers. After a while, 
however, it becomes clear that 
each knows precisely who the 
other is. Once Horovitz reveals 
what binds the women, a task he 
accomplishes with finesse about 
halfway through the piece, Free 
Gift slips into the realm of raw 
and primal emotion. Yet despite 
the charged subject matter, the 
dialogue remains subtle and 
restrained. By the time the play 
comes to a close, both Roselle and 
Heather have faced their worst 
fears, aired their greatest hopes, 
and joined forces for the sake of 
what they hold most dear. 

Paul Dervis directs with care: 
the dialogue is expertly paced, 
and punctuated by measured 


silences that give it its due reso- 
nance. But Dervis’s greatest coup 
is his casting. Lisa Simmons is 
blessed with talent to match her 


stellar looks, and her portrayal of 


Heather rings wrenchingly truce. 
Judy Holmes, as Roselle, is equal- 
ly adept. Forceful and vulnerable 
by turns, she cxacts sympathy for 
her unfortunate character but 
stays well away from the maudlin. 

Alas, Dervis’s own curtain raiscr 
is far from equal to Horovitz’s main 
attraction. A Harmless Little Kiss, 
about two women who meet again 
by chance after 20 years’ separa- 
tion, is unconvincing and some- 
times overwrought. Like one of the 
characters, who pretends to have 
forgotten what her old best fricnd 
so painfully remembers, the play 
feels smothered and cramped. 

The claustrophobic fecl that 
Dervis induces is nothing com- 
pared to that imposed by 
Tennessee Williams's The Two- 
Character Play (presented by 
the Peabody House Theatre Coop 
at the Elizabeth Peabody House, 
Thursdays through Saturdays

ing along the way a quintet of 
Eric- Bogosian-as-a-warm-puppy 
types who, if they lack any kind. of 
an edge, are good for a laugh. 
(The show pays lip service to the 
bugaboo of male anger but does- 
n't really address it.) 

First up is the Coloncl, a mili- 
tary type with his butt cocked like 
a rifle, whose defense against 
female slings and arrows is a pre- 
emptive strike: admit up front that 
you're an asshole, then whatever 
happens you're covered. Also 
offering counsel is French gradu- 
ate student and “abstract fatalist” 
Jean-Michel, who woos women 
with his accent — never mind 
that what he’s speaking, in 


cadences that evoke Cathcrine 
Deneuve lauding blueberries, is 


through October 4). A failed 
Beckett exercise rooted in 
Williams's feelings of identifica- 
tion and guilt regarding his men- 
tally ill sister Rose, it’s a disjoint- 
ed and hysterical work about an 
insane brother-and-sister team 
who share agoraphobia and an 
assortment of obsessions and 
delusions. Williams was appar- 
ently attached to the work, which 
had several unsuccessful produc- 
tions under his _ tutclage. 
Nonetheless, the play is incom- 
prehensible, unactable, and damn 
near unendurable. 

In his prime, Williams was one 
of America’s greatest playwrights, 
as The Glass Menagerie or A 
Streetcar Named Desire will 


gobbledygook. Bobby's 
next girl-getting guru is a 
pedal-to-the-metal tough 
talker named Fast Eddie, 
who advocates passion 
and its philanthropic dis- 
persal; his mantra is 
“Love ‘em fast, leave ‘em 
first.” A loopy old fisher- 
man named Mr. Linger 
has baited his hook for 
the perfect woman: a 
mermaid. And Ronnie 
Cabrezzi is a Brooklyn- 
bred Fonz clone with a 
rat-a-tat laugh and a sen- 
sitive soul. As he rico- 
chets among this crew, 
it's no wonder Bobby's a 
candidate for remedial 
romance — where is 
Cyrano de Bergerac when 
you need him? Nowhere 
near Lake Loretta. 

On the way toward fig- 
uring some things out, 
Dubac’s Bobby wades 
frankly and __ blithely 
through stereotype and 
goes off on some amusing 
tangents, whether about 
male incompetence on the 
dance floor (“sprinklers 
have more rhythm”) or “the uni- 
versal female sign of disgust” 
(rolled eyes and a man’s-world- 
weary “tsk”). The actor/comic — 
who's about as swaggcringly male 
as David Birney — is not without 
a rclaxcd appreciation of the 
absurd and .a somewhat morc 
frenzied appreciation of women. 
And he has one very peculiar tal- 
ent, with which he symbolically 
demonstrates the achievement of 
gender harmony: he sticks ciga- 
rettes in his cars and wiggles 
them, adeptly, to music. Hey, 
maybe this is Bobby's problem: it's 
certainly healthicr than smoking 
after sex, but it’s damn weird. @

attest. By the late 1960s, however, 
when he wrote, revised, and 
anguished over The  Tivo- 
Character Play, he was so addled 
by drugs and drink that he could- 
n't pen even a passable dramatic 
effort.

Fantasy life 


Reeves Gabrels makes music with Bowie 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI One delight of David 


Bowie’s career — besides the vicarious thrill of 
observing someone both so thin and so rich — is the 


ch-ch-ch-changes. (Sorry, | couldn't 
resist.) In the past 10 years, he’s front- 
ed the tooth-and-claw rock band Tin 
Machine, emerged as a_ respectable 
painter, made his biggest solo tour (in 
1990), portrayed Andy Warhol in the 
film Basquiat, played his smallest solo 
tour in decades (in '96), and alighted 
on a blend of drum 'n’ bass and indus- 
trial sounds for his latest CD, 
Earthling (Sony). 

If there’s an “imp” on the musical 
side of Bowie’s seeming impulsiveness, 
it's Boston-based guitarist Reeves 
Gabrels. These days, he even looks a bit 
like one — at least on stage. Black eye 
shadow lends malevolence to his gaze, 
his draped clothing seems plucked from 
Quasimodo’s closet, and there’s the 
bright orange hair and feather boas. It's 
quite a visual change from the regular 
guy who's been playing Boston clubs 
since the carly ‘80s. 

Gabrels chuckles about his new 
look over the phone from a San 
Francisco stop on Bowie's current 
tour, which hits Boston’s Orphcum 
Theatre this Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Dycing what's Ieft of his retreating 
hair was “in part, trying to turn a lia- 
bility into an asset,” he concedes. 
“But all the changes were kind of an 
evolution. I think it’s hysterical, 
though you might have to know me to 
realize it's not serious. 

“It started with the feather boa. | 
remember seeing Mott the Hoople’s 
bass player use a mink guitar strap on 
The Midnight Special, and I've always 
thought, ‘Wow! Cool!’ But I never had 
a chance to do anything like that 
before. | realized when | first wore the 
boa that it made people uncomfort- 
able, so | figured I'd escalate it a bit. | 
enjoy the absurdity of it [his stage 
appearance], and the fact that it pisses 
people off or scares them. Plus; there 
is a certain adolescent aspect to this 
occupation. Actually, that’s true of 
anything that’s not a real job. For guys 
who race cars or play football, or 
artists in general, there’s always that 
fantasy aspect of life.” 

There's also the reality of Gabrels’s 
virtuoso guitar skills. He has always 
been known locally for his eclectic 
bent, plying arty rock with Life on 
Earth, power-playing his way through 
the Adam Said’s dramatic songs, and 
plowing up his blues-rock roots with 
Modern Farmer (and on tour with 
Paul Rodgers). But these days his 
solos are more sonic expressionism 
than the licks we've come to expect 
from wood, strings, and amplification. 

“I’m always amused by the fact that 
people think I’m weird, avant-garde, or 
forward-thinking. That just points out 
to me how conservative everybody else 
is.” But the truth of the matter is that in 
recent years Gabrels has composed and 
played some striking music, whether 
with Bowie, in duets with downtown 
Manhattan slide guitarist Dave Tronzo, 
or.on his own 1995 solo CD, The 
Sacred Squall of Now (Upstart). 

That Gabrels, like Bowie himself, is 
a man with his own sound and vision 
is something his current employer 
understands. Since being summoned 
to Bowie's Swiss home for the forma- 
tion of Tin Machine nearly a decade 
ago, Gabrels has become the 50-ycar- 
old superstar’s most consistent collab- 
orator. It was Gabrels’s sonic vocabu- 
lary and Bowie's lyrics that gave Tin 
Machine their weight, and Gabrels

shares much of the writing credit. for 
Bowie's last three albums. In particu- 
lar, 95's Outside and ’96’s Earthling, 
with their eerie textural loops and out- 
leaning sound palettes, have Gabrels’s 
fingerprints all over them. 

Gabrels says the creative process 
behind the much-lauded Earthling 
revolved in part around his then-new 
fascination for composing on comput- 
er. “I wanted to get away from things 
that were guitaristic a bit. | wanted to 
see what my music was. | wanted to see 
if what comes out of my guitar was 
determined by the instrument or what | 
was hearing in my head. When we went 
in to do Earthling, | had six pieces that 
were evocative of a mood, and since 
they were on computer, | was able to 
move sections of each piece around. So 
if we wanted to repeat a verse or 
lengthen a chorus, we could sample 
that part of a song and drop it in some- 
where else. Then David and | played 
guitar against it, to fill in the. harmonic 
structure. So I had the soundscape 
stuff, and we wrote against it. That gave 
us three songs, and he and | then wrote 
six Or seven more. 

“One morning we came into the 
studio without a song to work on, so | 
came up with a drum-and-bass loop 
and we played acoustic guitars against 
it. He and | went out and had lunch, 
and David came back and wrote the 
lyrics based on the lunch conversation. 


He put the vocal down, and we had 
“The Battle of Britain (The Letter).” 

As usual, Bowic’s alrcady got his eye 
on his next album. And for now the 
songcrafting process has shifted back 
to the approach Tin Machine used. 
Gabrels has been dropping musical 
ideas on his four-track cassette 
recorder. And he and Bowie glean 
tapes of jams recorded at sound- 
checks, “scarching for peppercorns 
among the manure.” 

“With David, you're always looking 
ahead,” Gabrels points out. “Things 
don't sit still. He and | have been doing 
a lot of acoustic gigs sponsored by 
radio stations along the tour, so we're 
throwing around the idea of an acoustic 
recording. That music's already creep- 
ing back into the set. A few nights ago 
we played ‘I Can't Read,” an old Tin 
Machine song, much to the surprise of 
the rest of the band.” 

Gabrcls says Bowic is: considering 
making two albums for 1998 release 
but will not tour. That should free 
Gabrels up to complete his next solo 
album, for which major labels have 
come calling. Meanwhile, he’s played 
on the Cure’s next single and the 
forthcoming Sister Machine Gun CD, 
and he’s completing a soundtrack for 
a PBS scrics on a Nebraska farm fam- 
ily. And when Bowie's tour ends, in 
November, we'll probably see him in 
Boston clubs again.

And the author gives 
him his due as the owner of one of popular music’s 
most impressive catalogues. 

But this book skims over Bowie’s creative 
process — how key songs were birthed, how vari- 
ous influences were discovered and assimilated, 
how any of the important musicians in Bowie’s life 
(save for guitarist Mick Ronson and keyboardist 
Mike Garson) have affected his work. Occasionally 
Tremlett discusses how lyrics reflect events in 
Bowie’s personal history, but one would expect a 
writer who bills himself as England's “first freelance 
rock journalist” to show a deeper understanding of 
music than Living on the Brink shares. 

Tremlett discovered and repeatedly interviewed 
Bowie early in his career, before Bowie’s former 
manager Tony Defries decided (correctly) that mak- 
ing Bowie less accessible to the press would 
enhance his media image. That explains but doesn’t 
excuse the short shrift the book gives the artist's 
last 15 years of musicmaking and life — a period in 
which Bowie's efforts as a visual artist and actor 
have begun to bear fruit. What's more, Tremlett is 
not a riveting storyteller, writing stiff, workmanlike 
prose that tends to repetition. . 

Living on the Brink speaks best as a cautionary 
tale of the music business. Tremlett takes pains to 
make us understand that it was Defries who engi- 
neered Bowie’s stardom. But Defries also kept the 
artist under his thumb, broke and bound to him 
even as Bowie's star ascended to the top of the pop 
world. Defries’s calculated-but-legal plundering of 
Bowie’s considerable income into the early '80s is 
an enlightening reminder that the music industry is 
a sandtrap of egos and self-serving ambitions. And 
artists, unlike the young and now very solvent 
Bowie, must never be ignorant of how their busi- 
ness is being conducted.

Bjork creates a techno-fantasy world 


BY JON GARELICK Icelandic pop chanteuse Bjérk Gudmundsdottir’s 
flirtation with electronica has been one howler of a confrontation: one of 


the most theatrical of current pop singers encountering pop’s most 


notoriously “anonymous” con- 
temporary style. On last year’s 
Telegram, she turned over an 
entire album (Post) to remixers. 
Her voice was sliced, diced, and 
sequenced into the sonic land- 
scape, and yet she was more Bjork 
than ever. All her mannerisms — 
the gymnastic leaps from octave to 
octave, the deep breaths and bot- 
tom-end growls juxtaposed with 


little-girl lullaby tones — sur- 
vived, and not just as mannerisms. 
“Big-time sensuality!” Bjork 


screamed on her first solo album, 
Debut (1993). She brings her big- 
time physical presence to elec- 
tronica’s often icy landscapes. 
Bjork’s theatricality is what 
makes her new Homogenic 
(Elektra) such a radical success. 
Her gradual move into electroni- 





pling hisses and pops, the deep 
subsonic bass and racheting snare 
drums. But she hasn’t given up 
any of her other obsessions — 
jazz horns, South American pop, 
60s girl pop, jazz diva cabaret 
standards, disco, Icelandic folk. 
Everything’s assimilated to her 
needs. There are times when 
Bjork’s tastes have come together 
in bizarrely off-kilter arrange- 
ments. On Debut’s “Aeroplane,” 
marimbas, clacking percussion, 
and birdcalls suggested the worst

she was a ‘90s tiki girl. And yet

City lights 


The urbane allure of Stereolab

color of your eyes: if you’re meant to live in a city, it’s marked on your 
soul, and that’s the knowledge Britain’s Stereolab use as a starting point. 


Stereolab’s latest, Dots and 
Loops (Elektra), seems.to speak 
of the intimacy of cities: living so 
close together can make you less 
social or more, depending on 
your mood, the circumstances, 
the phases of the moon — but 
the option (or at least the hope) 
of connecting is always there. 
“I'll try again/The right’ one will 
come along/I need someone 
intoxicating and strong,” lead 
singer Laetitia Stadler sings on 
“Rainbo Conversation.” Her 
phrasing is lanky and sensuous, 
suggesting nothing so much as 
the way a woman smoothes on a 
pair of stockings when she’s get- 
ting ready to go out. In the line, 
you hear the resignation and ret- 
icence of a woman who’s been 
alone for a while, but there’s 
plenty of untapped energy lurk- 
ing there too. She’s decided to go 
out dancing one more time 
because, after all, who knows? 
Dots and Loops isn’t a huge 
departure from last year’s Emperor 


Tomato Ketchup, but the band’s 
continuing experimentation with 
sonic textures is a long way from 
getting tired: even though 
Stereolab generally use 60s pop as 
their major jumping-off point, they 
sound as if they hadn’t begun to 
exhaust its possibilities. The songs 
on Dots and Loops make up a 
patchwork of shapes and colors, 
like the vivid mishmash of roofs in 
a Chagall painting. A number 
might open with electronic crack- 
les and ease its way forward on a 
wave of Latin guitar. A single song 
might incorporate big, soaring 
swoops, like a condor flying low, 
and a snaky reggae beat. Sketches 
of Spain—style horns swerve, eel- 
like, between the persnickety, per- 
fectly parallel bars of electronic 
drumbeats. 

There’s both warmth and cool- 
ness in the band’s sound, but it’s 
never sterile. Using a combination 
of vintage synthesizers, Farfisa and 
Vox organs, and plain old electric 
guitar and percussion, Stereolab 


to wing of the sound stage (or left- 
to-right on your stereo speakers). 
Then deep, deep bass ostinato 
with flicking snare that is drum ‘n’ 
bass’s signature sound. An oooh- 
ing female vocal chorus follows 
with a countermelody, and then 
Bjérk’s distant, echoey voice, “If 
travel is searching/And home 
what’s been found/I’m. not stop- 
ping.” She identifies herself as 
“the hunter,” swooning strings 
enter, then deep cello flamenco 
rhythms and a touch of concerti- 
na. Bjérk’s voice moves forward in 
the mix. “I thought I could orga- 
nize freedom/How Scandinavian 
of me.” Climbing higher over that 
multilayered rhythm of strings and 
electronics, the vocal melody takes 
a wild leap, answered by her own 
multitracked vocal chorus. The 
verse returns, her voice distant 
again, and then the rhythms grad- 
ually build and her voice once 
more moves forward as_ she 
repeats, “I’m the hunter.” 

“The Hunter” is a vast dramat- 
ic landscape, with Bjork as the 
focal point, so it’s no surprise 
when she sings on the next song, 
“Joga,” “I feel emotional land- 
scapes/They puzzle me.” The 
work of electronica wizards 
Howie B. and L.T.J. Bukem has 
often suggested landscape, with 
its layering of rhythm and texture, 


blend brushstrokes of rich, satu- 
rated tones with incredible airiness 
— it’s a sound that lets lots of light 
in. Most of the arrangements are 
beautifully worked out, intricate 
yet stripped free of clutter. 
“Diagonals” is built around a stut- 
tering, marchlike beat; smooth lay- 
ers of horns stretch out on top of it 
like a lazy cat on top of a TV set. 
And “Prisoner of Mars” is 
anchored by a _ slow-moving, 
deceptively simple drum rhythm, 
but you can hear how each beat 
comes from a different part of the 
drum head. The subtle change in 
texture gives the song a shape that 
breathes, opening it out like a bil- 
lowing curtain. 

Stadler’s languid, dewy vocals 
work beautifully with the band’s 
shivery, elastic sheets of sound. 
She’s slinky and urbane (she 
often sings in French), but her 
voice betrays a touch of inno- 
cence, too. For me, certain 
Stereolab songs (particularly 
“Cybele’s Reverie,” from Emperor

its static harmonies, the flicking 
of snare and the heartbeat of bass, 
its synth figures squiggling for- 
ward and back in the mix. In 
clubs, where electronica devel- 
oped, the “body” of the music, the 
physical presence, is completed 
by dancers. Which is why for a lot 
of us, the music has always felt 
incomplete, “anonymous,” any- 
where else — interesting, but not 
fully satisfying. For jazzheads, 
there were deeper abstractions to 
behold elsewhere (give me Bill 
Evans, or for that matter Paul 
Bley, over Howie B. any day). At 
least Tricky’s trip-hop offers 
words, and his brooding presence 
as protagonist. And now there’s 
Bjérk, commanding the ambient 
tricks of electronica with all the 
theatricality of Kate Bush or 
Peggy Lee. 

Bjork moves through one mood 
after another on Homogenic. 
There’s a_ lead-foot tango 
(“Bachelorette”), a sorceress’s 


blessing lullaby (“All Neon Like”). 
The latter ends with a kind of pas 
de deux of hissing pitches and 
sonar blips that come together

with a slow fade at the center of 
the mix in the base of your skull. 
“Pluto” enters with techno-like 
speed but not the crushing beats, 
swoons into a moment of strings, 
then sets Bjérk’s repeated five- 
note yowl against a relentless 
sequenced beat — as if she were 
going to defeat the machine at its 
own game. 

Bjork is still too much — she 
pushes everything she sings to 
the limit. And | don’t think I hear 
one radio song on Homogenic. 
Bjork employs all the trappings of 
a pop singer, but she’s as 
demanding as an avant-punk. On 
Homogenic, her tunes, hits or no 
hits, work with the integral logic 
of art songs, each a complete 
dramatic statement. “I want to go 
en a mountaintop with a radio 
and good batteries/Play a joyous 
tune/And free the human race 
from suffering,” she sings on 
“Alarm Call.” If the land of elec- 
tronica has a Wagnerian priest- 
ess, it’s Bjork. ed

Tomato Ketchup) evoke Jacques 
Demy’s 1964 movie The 
Umbrellas of Cherbourg — the 
rich, ever-shifting hues of the 
band’s sound remind me of the 
candy-box colors of that movie, 
and Stadler’s voice captures the 
vaguely wistful quality of its star, 
the young Catherine Deneuve.

Orient express 


Cornershop take a virtuoso leap 


BY FRANKLIN SOULTS When ethnic Indian 
Tjinder Singh and his pal Ben Ayers formed 


Cornershop in their native England nine years 


ago, their inspiration was more 
political than musical. They came 
up with the group name as a way 
to reclaim the slur that all Indians 
ever do is run corner stores, and 
their first public move wasn’t a gig 
but the burning of Morrissey 
posters for the singer’s alleged 
anti-Asian prejudice. By the time 
Cornershop learned to play their 
instruments well enough to get 
signed by a major US label, how- 
ever, they had gone beyond just 
making trouble — they were 
remaking the white man’s rock 
and roll in their own image. 
Proof of that breakthrough was 
Woman's Gotta Have It (Luaka 
Bop/Warner Bros.), an unprepos- 
sessing 1995 masterpiece that 
combined raw, driving drones a la 
the Velvet Underground, folksy 
sing-song melodies, and hybrid 
East-West instrumentation, in- 
cluding sitar, tamboura, and dis- 
torted “geetar.” From the infec- 
tious Punjabi wake-up call “6 
A.M. Jullandar Shere” to the joy- 
ous punk rave “Call All 
Destroyer,” the mix of influences 
endowed the band’s simple riffs 
with the same electrifying thrill 
that has charged great rock and 
roll since Elvis — the spectacle of 
an outsider inventing his own 
place in the spotlight. 
Cornershop’s new When I Was 
Born for the 7th Time (Luaka 
Bop/Warner Bros.) takes that 
spotlight and increases the cir- 
cumference to embrace a huge 
range of pop possibilities. There’s 
a shot of straight hip-hop and one

True, the wider scope of When 
I Was Born sacrifices some of the 


simple and consistent groove of 


Woman's Gotta Have It in search 
of novel and varied effects. But 
that’s not to say the group have 
abandoned straight tunes and 
riffs. “Sleep on the Left Side” 
(the album opener) and 
“Coming Up” (the album’s 
halfway mark) are irresistible 
numbers that take Cornershop’s 
songcraft to the next level of 
sophistication. There’s a joyous 
Velvets-style groove about being 
a fan of Indian pop star Asha 
Boshle, and a _ magnificent 
Mekons-style weeper about 
chasing your disenchanted lover 
around the globe. Yet every- 
thing’s so rich and rapturous, the 
songs can get by on their lyrical 
mantras: “It’s good to be on the 
road back home again,” “I sleep 
on the left side,” “I’m on fire 
with the good shit,” “I need a 
brimful of Asha.” 

As for the album’s wide-rang- 
ing experiments, they may take 
longer to sink in, but they satisfy 
with their filling meanings and 





their tasty textures. The scratch- 
ing on “Butter the Soul” may 
simply show off Singh’s DJing 
skills (bet you’ve never heard a 
flute solo break the beat like this), 
but the goofball herky-jerk of 
“Funky Days Are Back Again” 
grows resonant when you realize 
it’s a celebration of the ’70s 
revival. Likewise, the whimsical 
spoken-word piece “When the 
Light Appears Boy” seems at first 
an indulgent doodle but turns out 
to be a poignant Allen Ginsberg 
poem about death, read by the 
author and mixed over what 
sounds like a traditional Indian 
funeral procession. And on and 
on, till the break of dawn. 

For all that critics have a ten- 
dency to treat extravagant formal 
experiments as ends in them- 
selves, even an undeniable mas- 
terpiece like Beck’s Odelay can be 
unmoored by the slightly empty 
feeling beneath its postmodern 
pastiche (curiously enough, this is 
not a problem on Beck’s slightly 
less masterful Mellow Gold). The 
edgy vantage point of When I Was 
Born, on the other hand, feels like 
a mission statement. It’s also fur- 
ther proof that the most impor- 
tant development of the current 
rock-and-roll era isn’t lo-fi or 
grunge or whatever brand of 
dance-beat bricolage you or | 
happen to like, but the way in 
which all these things have helped 
give voice to members of margin- 
al and oppressed communities. 
The change reflects a truth I hold 
to be self-evident: that all “men” 
are neither created nor treated as 
equals, and that the losers in this 
lousy crap game are thereby 
endowed with the unalienable 
right to rock.

Talking ’shop 


“§ THINK ‘Norwegian Wood’ was something that shaped what a 
lot of people in the West thought of Asian music for a long time,” 
says Cornershop singer and multi-instrumentalist Tjinder Singh, 
referring to the sitar-laced Beatles classic that marked the Fab 
Four's immersion in the exotic sounds of the Orient. “It was a big 
deal because it made people see Asian music as very passive, 
mellow, and easygoing, and that was what they then believed 
Indian culture was all about, when in actual fact it is not.” 

Singh is at Warner Bros, New York City offices doing some 
advance publicity for Cornershop’s new Luaka Bop/Warner Bros. 
CD, which features a cover of “Norwegian Wood (This Bird Has 
Flown)” sung in Punjabi. It's a reasonably straight-and-mellow 
interpretation of the Lennon/McCartney tune — which may come 
as a surprise to anyone familiar with the scruffy and punkish bent 


_ of Cornershop’s previous work, But it was, nonetheless, inspired 


by the same desire to subvert Western assumptions about Indian 
culture that fuels Cornershop’s patchwork of noisy guitars, hip- 
hop beats, and the traditional Eastern sounds of tamboura, dhol- 
ki, and, of course, sitar. It’s a desire that also comes through in 
Singh's lyrics, which celebrate fragments of his cultural back- 
ground, like the new “Brimful of Asha,” an upbeat, deliciously 
catchy ode to Indian songstress Asha Bhosle. Even the band’s 
name plays on the racial stereotyping of Indians as convenience- 


store proprietors (Apu, anyone?). 


Like John Lennon and Paul McCartney, Singh was born and 
raised in England — but after his parents had left India. He was 
brought up in an environment of East-meets-West. “I used to play 
an Asian battle drum called the dholki in the temple when | was 
quite young, like 12 or something, but the temple was split 
between Christian gospel and Indian traditions. | actually liked the 
traditional music very much, so | stopped and investigated it.” 

Singh put music on hold as he prepared to study business in col- 
lege, but it caught up with him again when he met Cornershop key- 
boardist/guitarist Ben Ayres in school. “Ben and | started messing 
around with noises. We thought there was just a lot of ridiculous 
music going on at the time that was getting credit, which was non- 
sense because it wasn't doing anything. But we were just doing 
Cornershop as a sort of pastime, as a way to meet people socially 
by going to different cities. Laziness sort of crept up on us.” 

Laziness? 

“Yes, laziness. It was laziness. | didn’t want to use my college 
degree in business-information technology. | thought, ‘This is 
okay, I’m doing this band for. a while.’ And then slowly it turned 
into a full-time thing. Things like music and stuff — going out and 
buying records from second-hand shops — that’s work for me. 
‘And that’s not really a day's work, is it?” 

Okay, but to date Singh and his bandmates’ laziness has yield- 
ed three full-length albums and four EPs in just four years. And 
their penchant for “going to different cities” and socializing has

Automator (on the funky, 
scratch-and-sample pop num- 
bers “I Sleep on the Left Side” 
and “Candyman’), and the late 
Beat poet Allen Ginsberg, who 
reads his “When the Light 
Appears Boy” against a back- 
drop of Punjabi street noises 
recorded by Singh. 

“We were using recordings of 
some of Allen's stuff at the end 
of our gigs, so when we were in New York last year we got in 
touch with him,” Singh explains. “We sent him some of our music 
and then just asked him if it would be okay if we came round and 
maybe worked on something with him. He put forward that poem 
{“When the Light Appears Boy”] himself, saying that he had 
always wanted it to be a song, and | recorded him reading it at 
his kitchen table. 

indeed, that kind of spontaneity is something of a rule for 
Cornershop. “We've never really sat down as a band and made 
any big decisions about what we do musically. Things come sort 
of naturally. People, like Paula Frazer, are upstairs in the studio, 
so we use them. Or someone like the Automator comes to us 
with the idea of using a Larry Coryell sample [on “Candyman’], 
and we use it. It’s a case of us liking different types of music and 
wanting to incorporate them. Whether we're doing sequenced 
music, elements of Asian music, or some African percussion, we 
use different sounds because they're good and because we like 
them, that’s all.”

Hardy fare 


Falling for Francoise 
BY CHARLES TAYLOR There’s a scene in a now- 


forgotten Hungarian movie called Time Stands Still 
where a group of ’50s teenagers stand solemnly 


around a dingy, smoke-choked room 
chanting an indecipherable something 
in a slurred, mumbling rhythm. Your 
ears will need a minute or two to sort 
out this strange incantation as “Don't 
Be Cruel.” It’s clear that none of the 
characters has any idea what their 
blessed mantra means; it’s cqually 
clear that it couldn’t mean any more to 
them if they did. 

Pop music is many things a 
mood, an attitude. Most of all, it’s a 
sound. That’s why the question asked 
of millions of kids by millions of adults 
— “How can you enjoy it if you can't 
understand the words?” — misses the 
point. (Imagine asking the same thing 
of an opera devotee.) As critic Simon 
Frith once observed, in pop, music 
docsn’t exist to give lyrics meaning, 
lyrics exist to give music meaning. 

Which is to say that though I'd like it 
if | understood the words in the songs 
of the French pop singer Frangoise 
Hardy, | couldn’t love her music any 
more if | did. For me, discovering 
Hardy has been an incomparable les- 
son in the false barriers that — in pop 
music at least — language creates. A 
star in France since her first single, 
“Tous les garcons et les filles,” in 1962, 
Hardy has never cracked the American 


pop’s great romantic voices. I've Boch 
listening to her endlessly since last 
spring, when | saw a 1962 promotion- 
al film for “Tous Ies gargons” on MTV. 
| think now | understand how 
astronomers feel when they happen 
upon a celestial body that they realize 
should be exactly where it is. In a few 
months, Hardy’s songs have taken on 
the familiarity of music that I've lived 
with for years. 

When she first appeared, at age 18, 
still a student at the Sorbonne, 
Frangoise Hardy looked like lots of 
women you might see on campuses or 
in folk clubs: long, straight, chestnut 
hair; suede jackets; jeans; boots. Often 
she was photographed strumming an 
acoustic guitar. That look, and the fact 
that she wrote her own lyrics, has 





sometimes led her to be counted a pre- 
cursor to singer-songwriters like Joni 
Mitchell. Except that there’s no self- 
indulgence, no preciousness to her 
music. At heart, Hardy is a pop star. 
She recorded her share of folkish bal- 
lads (“Mon amie la rose” is probably 
the most famous), but she wasn’t too 
pure to deny the pleasures of yé-yé (the 
moniker the French gave rock and 
roll), to record a French version of Burt 
Bacharach’s “A Girl like You” (original- 
ly recorded by Dionne Warwick), or to 
lift a chorus from the Righteous 
Brothers’ “(You’re My) Soul and 
Inspiration” for the great “Non, c’est 
ne pas un réve.” She couldn’t have 
been more different, though, from the 
other French pop idols of the time, 
glitzy Americanized knockoffs like 
Johnny Hollyday or pout-and-pose 
queen Sylvie Vartan. Hardy’s sound 
was as unfussy as her presentation. 

Almost all the first five years of her 
work for the French label Vogue has 
been collected on the wonderful four- 
disc set Francoise Hardy: Lintégrale 
disques Vogue 1962/67. On almost 
every one of the 83 tracks, Hardy's 
voice is mixed right up front. She was 
lucky enough to work with superb 
musicians and arrangers who didn’t 
try to overwhelm her. The subtlety 
and sensitivity of the backing emerges 
gradually: the gently swaying carousel 
rhythms of “Tous les garcons”; the 
alternation between simple acoustic 
strumming and an electric guitar 
picking out singular notes, like glit- 
tering shafts of light, on “C’est a 
l'amour auquel je pense”; the jazzy 
little organ lines on “Bien 
longtemps”; the guitar on “Ce petit 
coeur,” which sounds like what would 
have resulted if Roger McGuinn tried 
to imitate a harpsichord. 

Yet it’s Hardy’s voice — a sweet, 
clear, lyrical alto — that creates the 
moods and meanings of these songs. 
There were dozens of sensitive, poetic 
young things on the charts in the 60s 
(and there are now, for that matter). 
Unlike most of them, she never sounds 





coy or coqucttish. There's a playful 
quality on numbers like “Ca a raté” or 
“Oh oh cheri” where she might be try- 
ing on her rock-and-roll shocs. Hardy 
sings softly most of the time (without 
going breathy), though her voice is sur- 
prisingly sturdy. She's cqual to the 
drama of “Je veux qu'il revienne” or 
“Pourtant tu m’aimes,” which suggests 
the Shangri-Las’ teen melodramas 
without ever forcing a moment. 

The appeal of her *60s music has 
much to do with the poignancy of 
youth, but she never sounds falsely 
innocent. She faces romantic disap- 
pointment head on (as she does in her 
ultra-cool appearance as a racecar 
driver's girlfriend in the 1966 film 
Grand Prix). Her heartbreak is never 
lugubrious or lachrymose or begging 
our protection. On “Ali Over the 
World” (included here in both French 
and English versions), Hardy creates a 
melancholy cnchantment, an urban 
night of solitary lovers wandcring the 
city as if they were trying to follow a 
song beaming down from a star. 

Hardy's ‘60s music holds a special 
meaning for those of us who hear her 
as a voice from a charmed cra, when 
the beauty and courage of young pco- 
ple could be described in terms as var- 
ied and heartrending as Jacques 
Demy’s 1964 The Umbrellas of 
Cherbourg or Jean-Luc Godard’s "66 
Masculin-féminine (the latter will be 
at the Brattle Theatre next Thursday). 
But she hasn't been trapped by that 
era. She’s recorded consistently since 
her debut. On her latest CD, last 
year’s Le danger (Virgin France), 
Hardy (who's now 53 and still stun- 
ningly beautiful) sings as swectly as 
ever, but she conveys a mature experi- 
ence. And just as she escaped coyness 
in the ’60s, she now escapes sounding 
jaded. With its washes of slightly dis- 
torted guitars, Le danger is an utterly 
convincing rock record — not the 
sound of someone trying desperately 
to prove she’s contemporary. Hardy 
nails a contemporary sound effortless- 
ly on track after track. 

If you listen to pop music~long 
cnough, it seems to carry on a conver- 
sation in your head. Listening to 
Hardy, | hear the Bee Gees singing, 
“It’s only words,” and the Beatles ask- 
ing, “Why should | feel the way | do?” 
Words are only a small part of what 
Hardy uses to steal our hearts away. 
Every time I hear her, | know exactly 
why she makes me feel the way | do. @

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Beethoven and other benefits 
from Emmanuel Church 


BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ Craig Smith said he wanted to 


“stretch” the Orchestra of Emmanuel Music, so for the 


group’s fall opener he programmed a concert featuring two 


of the most famous and popular 
symphonies ever written: 
Beethoven's Fifth and Sixth (the 
Pastorale). Smith and his all-star 
orchestra are far better known for 
their Bach, Handel, Mozart, and 
even John Harbison than for 
Beethoven, though they've given 
memorable performances of 
Beethoven's Choral Fantasy and 
Fourth Piano Concerto’ with 
Russell Sherman and the Violin 
Concerto with Rose Mary 
Harbison. 

It's no accident that even when 
Emmanuel has done Beethoven, 
it's chosen works that spotlight a 
singular performer. In__ this 
Beethoven evening, Smith let each 
symphony become a kind of con- 
certo for orchestra in which prac- 
tically every player got a turn to 
shine. This was some of the most 
ravishing Beethoven playing I’ve 
ever heard, from sweetly trilling 
piccolo and flute to full-hearted — 
and touching (never merely 
brassy) — horns, trumpets, and 
trombones. 

It was also, not surprisingly, 
very Mozartian Beethoven playing. 
This was partly the result of a rel- 
atively light contingent of strings 
(only four cellos, for example — 
the Emmanuel Church “stage” 
can’t fit more), so that the solo winds 
(those piercing oboes! those consoling 
clarinets! those buoyant bassoons!) and 
brasscs leapt out like lightning, without 
getting blanketed in the thick cotton wool 
of the more usual massings of Beethoven 
strings. 

But this Beethoven also sounded like 
Mozart because Smith — who's conduct- 
ed so many Mozart concertos, symphonies, 
and operas (in those famous productions 
staged by Peter Sellars as well as in con- 
cert) — really knows his Mozart. And 
knows that Beethoven knew Mozart. You 
could hear the ancestry of the Pastorale’s 
second movement, the gently unfurling, 
flowing (practically floating) Scene at the 
Brook, in Mozart's sublime wind serenades 
and the literally seductive serenading of the 
criss-crossed lovers in Cosi fan tutte. The 
fourth movement Storm echoed the super- 
natural terrors of Don Giovanni. 

Virgil Thomson said about a 1940 
Koussevitzky performance’ of _ the 
Becthoven Fifth: “At the back of every con- 
ductor’s mind is a desire to make his 
orchestra produce a larger noise than any- 
one else’s orchestra can produce, a really 
majestic noise, a Niagara Falls of sqund. 
Sometimes in the course of every concert 
this desire overpowers him. You can tell 
when it is coming by the way he goes into 
a bricf convulsion at that point. . . . You will 
usually find that the sound provoked out of 
a group of exacerbated musicians by any 
gesture of the convulsive type is less accu- 
rate in pitch and less sonorous in decibels 
than a more objectively conducted fortissi- 
mo.” 

Since there’s no pressing need right now 
to make the Fifth Symphony patriotic and 
martial, Smith goes into no such convul- 
sions. His Fifth was compelling, generous, 
with rousing climaxes, but also intimate, 
loving, and full of song — an entrancing, 
shapely, inevitable unfolding, moving from 
the charming (those pizzicatos) to the omi- 
nous (those hushed timpani taps) even 
within a few bars, and to the ultimate cele-

bration. The familiar opening theme — da- 
da-da-daaah (the first three notes here 
quick and quite brisk, the fourth long-held) 
— sounded as if Smith and the orchestra 
were hearing and feeling them for the first 
time. Even more revealing was the way that 
theme re-echoed in the final triumphant 
four notes of the last movement — not a 
parodyable superclimax but a bringing of 
the entire symphony full circle. And more 
than ever the Pastorale felt like the country 
companion to it, another side of 
Becthoven’s ever-turning prism of sym- 
phonic invention. 





EVEN CRITICS get the flus. 

An incipient bug kept me from enjoying 
a concert I couldn’t wait to hear: the excel- 
Ient pianist Judith Gordon's benefit at 
Emmanuel Church (appropriate venue) for 
the Hospitality Program, which helps place 
rclatives of hospital patients in private 
homes. 

Beethoven's Opus t No. | Trio was live- 
ly but, to my ears (listening from a side scat 
nearly halfway back), disjointed. Violinist 
Rose Mary Harbison’s narrow-focus tone, 
cellist Rhonda Rider’s quiet warmth, and 
Gordon’s rippling fluency didn’t mesh, 
though the last-movement Presto had an 
irresistible lilt. 

There’s no one today — no one — who 
sings German lieder better than baritonc 
James Maddalena, and he was in superb 
voice for Schumann’s Liederkreis, (Opus 
39), that anthology of 12 haunting pocms 
by Joseph von Eichendorff: ghost stories, 
songs of love and of spiritual isolation — 
some of the very greatest songs of the 19th 
century. But something didn’t quite click 
for me. Why was Maddalena so reliant on 
his score? Was Gordon’s tender accompa- 
niment too lightweight, more facile than 
deeply attached to the text? Were tempos a 
hair too fast? Was | sitting too far away? 
Or just feeling poorly?

Fleetwood Mac: Comeback of the year 
BY MATT ASHARE Wild-eyed Mick Fleetwood looked like an 


escaped mental patient in his black-velvet Errol Flynn outfit, replete 
with knee socks and knickers. John McVie could have been mistaken 


for a member of the road crew, 
outfitted in faded jeans with a red 
bandanna tied around his head. 

His former wife, Christine 
McVie, had a vaguely sour and 
annoyed expression on her face 
for much of the set. Lindsey 
Buckingham has certainly aged 
the best, but he couldn’t help 
coming off as a bit of an egomani- 
ac. And Stevie Nicks just seemed 
blissfully clueless in her patented 
flowing gowns, high-heeled boots, 
and gypsy scarves. She even for- 
got where she was momentarily, 
on just the second night of a tour 
that has brought together the most 
famous line-up of Fleetwood Mac 
on the 20th anniversary of their 
Rumours triumph. 

Nicks and the rest of Fleet- 
wood’s big Mac were, in fact, in 
Massachusetts, not New York 
City, for the first of two sold-out 
nights at Great Woods. Even as 
recently as a few months ago | 
don’t recall anyone predicting that 
this reunion would generate more

than a couple of headlines. But out 
of the blue Fleetwood Mac seem to 
be just about everywhere. In part 
that has to do with an exceptional- 
ly well-timed and perfectly execut- 
ed marketing campaign that beat 
the Stones to the punch by offer- 
ing an Eagles-style (cf. Hell Freezes 
Over, 1994) high-profile come- 
back with an MTV special airing 
just as The Dance (Reprise) 
arrived, jam-packed with new live 
versions of all the old hits. But 





there’s no denying that Fleetwood 
Mac have struck a chord. They’ve 
appealed (much as Bill Clinton 
and Al Gore did in ’92 by resur- 
recting “Don’t Stop”) to a certain 
nostalgia for a receding past, when 
the future didn’t seem quite so 
bleak or confusing for people who 
like liberal politics and AOR pop. 
I'm a little too young to 
remember that, or to have seen 
the platinum line-up of the Mac 
the first time around. (1 came of 








age during Reagan/Bush and will 
always pine for the days when one 
could comfortably feel alienated 
and marginalized from a_ well- 
defined mainstream.) Indeed, 
Fleetwood Mac always seemed 
like one of those soft, bloated ’70s 
institutions whose mere existence 
justified the raw tenacity of even 
the most mediocre early punk 
bands. (I also always thought of 
them, along with the Eagles, as a 
warning that snorting piles and 
piles of drugs doesn’t make every- 
one cool as Keith.) 

Time, however, has _ been 
strangely kind to the Fleetwood 
Mac of Rumours. Not only have 
songs like “Second Hand News” 
and “You Make Loving Fun” 
remained AOR staples, but “Gold 
Dust Woman” was covered by 
Hole (whose Courtney Love inter- 
views Stevie Nicks in the current 
issue of Spin), and an indie-rock 
tribute to Fleetwood Mac titled 
Patron Saints of Pop: An Apostolary 
Homage (including tracks by 
Seattle’s Faster Tiger, Boston’s 
Jumbo and $50, and Memphis’s 
Those Bastard Souls) is due soon 
(from Undercover Records, Box 
14561, Portland, Oregon 97293). 
The passage of two decades, it 
appears, has made it easier to listen 
to the songs Fleetwood, Bucking- 
ham, Nicks, and the two McVies 
created outside their historical 
context — to hear, for example, 
Tusk (the first album in history 
whose recording budget broke the 
million-dollar mark) as a challeng- 
ing sonic experiment rather than 
Lindsey’s folly or a self-indulgent 
commercial failure (it sold only 
four million copies after Rumours’ 
25 million). 

Although it does rework “Say 


You Love Me” as a hillbilly banjo- 
driven number and feature the tune 
“Tusk” replete with marching 
band, The Dance doesn’t aim to 
challenge, only to remind you that 
Fleetwood Mac remain a super 
group. It succeeds, not just 
because “The Chain,” “Rhiannon,” 
and “Go Your Own Way” are at 
this point pop standards, but 
because the band remain more 
than the sum of their disparate 
parts, because Buckingham is a 
somewhat unsung guitar hero who 
tears it up on “I’m So Afraid,” 
because the songs (including four 
new ones) bristle with a kind of 
subtle friction that suggests a spark 
of creative spontaneity. 

Anyone familiar with the disc 
probably noticed that much of the 
between-song banter from The 
Dance was repeated, almost 
word-for-word, before the same 
songs at the Friday show, right 
down to Christine McVie shout- 
ing “Lindsey Buckingham!” after 
“I’m So Afraid” and Buckingham 
segueing from McVie’s new 
“Temporary One” to his new 
“Bleed To Love Her” with an 
unrevealing story about the 
reunion. That shattered any illu- 
sions of spontaneity — | imag- 
ined a room full of lawyers repre- 
senting each of these formerly 
feuding lovers and hammering 
out a pre-tour deal specifying 
who talks when on stage (“Stevie 
got the house, so Lindsey gets to 
introduce the song”). But even 
that couldn’t diminish the impact 
of what will likely be remembered 
as the surprise comeback of 1997 
— Errol Flynn outfit and all. @

Paula Kelley reveals her inner pop child 


BY BRETT MILANO Paula Kelley has a confession to make: she used 
to have a crush on one of the Bee Gees. “I always was a total pop girl, 
but I’ve been afraid to admit it,” she notes. “In third grade my favorites 


were the Beatles and the Bee 
Gees. But it was right at the end of 
the ‘disco sucks’ era, so I had to 
tell everyone I hated the Bee Gees. 
Then I’d go home and apologize 
to the album cover, because | was 
in love with Robin Gibb.” 

That’s as good a metaphor as 
any for Kelley’s musical develop- 
ment over the years. She did her 
time with alternative rock four 
years ago when she played in 
Drop Nineteens, -a BU-spawned 
band who were loved in England 
because they sounded like My 
Bloody Valentine — and hated in 
Boston because they were loved in 
England. Dour, non-pop, and 
badly dressed, they were pretty 
much the opposite of what 
Kelley’s doing now. With her cur- 
rent band, Boy Wonder, she 
shows her true colors, and they’re 
bright and flashy. 

The sound of Wonder Wear (out 
this week on CherryDisc) is so 
relentlessly poppy that it would be 
bubblegum if not for the flashes of 


nastiness in the lyrics (Kelley 
writes a lot of “You broke my heart 
and I’m getting even” songs, of 
which “Mission To Destroy” is the 
best) and a few left turns in the 
arrangements. There’s an appeal- 
ing giddiness to her style, but it’s a 
little less cute and more dark- 
edged than it first appears. She’s 
also outgrowing her vocal resem- 
blance to Juliana Hatfield, though 
a few songs on the new album do 
suggest Fuzzy, thanks in part to a 
similarly bright production job by 
Tim O’Heir. And she’s found a 
capable songwriting match in co- 
singer/guitarist Jake Zavracky, 
whose four songs are more overtly 
’60s-ish than Kelley’s (his best 
contribution, “Liar Baby,” has an 
intro that crosses “Get Off My 
Cloud” with “My Sharona”). It’s 
surprising, however, that the two 
singers don’t collaborate or har- 
monize more often — definitely 
something they should work on in 
the future. 

When we meet at the Middle 


East, Kelley is dressed in her famil- 
iar 30s vamp style (“I used to have 
hippie hair and wear bandanas, 
and it just wasn’t fun”) and ready 
to discuss her musical goals. “I 
want to write songs for Mariah 
Carey,” she claims without irony. 
“I think about the early "60s, when 
you had singers and songwriters, 
that Brill Building era. It didn’t 
seem that any shitty songs sur- 
faced back then. Maybe some of 
the words were trite, but a 
Bacharach chord change or a 
Carole King song — those are the 
ones that give you shivers. Not that 
every one of my songs is a master- 
piece, but that’s what I aspire to. 
And I have to hone it and pay 
attention to what I do. Believe me, 
my trashcans are full of songs that 
didn’t make it.” Her current direc- 
tion began appearing in her 
post—Drop Nineteens group, Hot 
Rod. “My song sensor is a little 
more active now, though. God, if I 
haven’t improved in four years, | 
better give it up.”

She has some bad memories of 
Hot Rod, especially in the later 
period, after guitarist John 
Dragonetti left to form Jack Drag. 
Hot Rod’s one album, Speed 
Danger Death (now appearing in 
a cutout bin near you), wasn’t 
bad, but Caroline released it 
about a month before it released 
the reshuffled Drop Nineteens’ 
second album; both wound up 
sinking. Kelley even moved to 
England for a time in hopes of 
drawing on Drop Nineteens’ fol- 
lowing for a record deal; she 
wound up waiting on tables and 
not playing a single gig. So in ’95 
she returned to Boston, finished 
her BU degree in history, and got

her life and Boy Wonder together. 
“Nothing against England, but it 
made me appreciate this country; 
I prefer the assholes at home to 
the assholes over there.” She 
pauses, suddenly upset at some- 
thing. “Just that I promised my 
father I wouldn’t swear in this 
interview. But at least I haven't 
said ‘fuck’ yet.”

about radio — specifically about the self- 
important types you can find working at 
alternative-rock stations. On “The X,” 
singer/guitarist Julie Chadwick rakes one 
of those folks over the coals: “Take your 
snotty ass out of my face/I hate radio losers 
complaining about making it big/Are you 
really punk rock, mister indie cock, does it 
frighten you?/I'll tell you I’m sick of Oasis 
just as much as you.” 

The irony is that the American Measles 
work for one of those very stations; 
Chadwick, bassist Adrian Healey, and 
drummer Mike Gioscia are members of the 
WFNX< airstaff. So it’s no surprise that 
Chadwick, who hosts Boston Rocks on 
Sundays, is a little elusive when asked what 
inspired that song. “I like to think that they 
{radio and the band] are two totally sepa- 
rate things. Just because we're part of it 
doesn’t mean we can't do a song like that, 
but I don’t think it’s particularly nasty. It’s 
definitely pissed off, but | like to think it’s 
funny, too. It’s about people who talk 
through their butts when they should be 
playing music.” 

And if people feel cynical about a DJ's 
writing such a song? “Let ‘em, and don't 
listen if they don’t like it. I'm a musician 
first and foremost; | believe in the station 
and | believe in the band, but I’ve wanted 
to do music way longer than I've been 
doing radio.” 

Chadwick and the band write loud, will- 
fully quirky songs with a noticeable Minty 
Fresh flavor. They jump at will from angry 
to joky, though you can’t always tell which 
is which. Chadwick swears that “God Stole 
My Bike” is a true story, that God called 
her to take credit after said bicycle disap- 
peared. The band have a disc-release party 
at T.T. the Bear's Place this Friday with the 
Doosies and Underball, plus special guest 
Rivers Cuomo of Weezer. Cuomo is 
expected to perform with a new, locally 
based back-up band. 


CLUB HOPPING. The Dickies’ appear- 
ance at the Middle East last Thursday had 
all the makings of a really depressing night. 
The LA punk-pop outfit, who were the 
West Coast's answer to the Buzzcocks long 
before Green Day were, had drawn barely 
100 people to the Middle East for their 
20th-anniversary show. Worse, singer 
Leonard Graves Phillips paused after near- 
ly every song to assure the fans that he’s 
really, really old (“Get over it!” somcone 
finally shouted). But they didn’t play like 
old guys, and the band’s mix of good hooks 
and stoopid humor otherwise held up; clas- 
sics like “Stuck in a Pagoda with Tricia 
Toyota” and “You Drive Me Ape (You Big 


Gorilla)” were worth another go-round. As 
usual, they reached their conceptual peak 
on “If Stuart Could Talk,” in which Phillips 
holds a conversation with his dick (which 
complains about the company he kceps). 
Expect a new album next year on NOFX’s 
new label. 

Earlier that night | caught the first of two 
Jen Trynin album-release parties, this one 
at Bill’s Bar, where she made a gutsy move 
by opening her high-profile, label-attended 
set with a slow song, “Everything.”/It's one 
of the best songs on Gun Shy Trigger 
Happy, and it introduced a simmering ten- 
sion that was maintained for much of the 
set. Playing with a mostly new band (drum- 
mer Chris Foley was sidelined by a recent 
motorcycle accident), she took a more ebb- 
and-flow approach than in her old power- 
trio days. A second guitarist allowed her to 
flex her voice more on the slow numbers, 
and she could still sling some nasty guitar 
on the fast ones, 

Over at T.T.’s the same night, Serum 
provided a natural bridge to the Dickies’ 
set by covering another '77 classic, Richard 
Hell’s “Love Comes in Spurts,” which fit 
the obsessive tone of their own material. 
Chelsea on Fire’s headline set offered a 
visual surprise — singer/guitarist Josey 
Packard and bassist Amy have both let their 
buzzcuts grow out — but the band’s 
rockin’ snarl was otherwise intact.

A year later, 
Caruso left the Bochco fold after a salary dispute — 
off to seek what must have seemed like sure-fire for- 
tune in movies. After impressing pretty much nobody 
in such theatrical releases as Mad Dog and Glory, 
Kiss of Death, and Jade, Caruso has scurried back to 
the small screen as the title character in the new 
memorably titled Tuesday-night drama Michael 
Hayes — or is that Mitchell Haynes? Whatever, 
Caruso plays a cop turned federal prosecutor. He’s 
supposed to have street smarts. That's supposed to 
set him apart from all the preppy lawyer types he 
works with. The trouble is, Caruso isn’t convincing 
either as a tough guy or as an intelligent man. His 
delivery is downright wooden — though to be fair, 
Robert Mitchum himself couldn't have done much 
with lines like “I’m gonna change my shirt before the 
sun comes up.” And the character they wrote for 
Caruso doesn't help either — for a prosecutor, he's 
prone to outrageous leaps of evidential logic punctu- 
ated by unlikely bouts of dumb luck, and he suffers 
from severe mood swings far beyond Caruso's acting 
prowess. All that makes Matthew or Michael or what- 
ever his name is a pretty dull boy, and it makes us 
want to go back and see those NYPD Blue shows to 
remind ourselves what all the fuss was about. See for 
yourself; check out Martin Heinz: Boy Scout Lawyer 
Tuesday at 9 on Channel 4.

It’s got Jodie Foster as 
quixotic scientist Ellie Arroway, who 
scans the skies with radio tele- 
scopes in search for intelligent 
extraterrestrial life. She finds an 
unlikely ally in new-age shaman 
Palmer Joss (Matthew McCon- 
aughey, in a mix of self-righteous- 
ness and smarm), but the real draw 
here is the universe, which makes 
contact through a klaxo-like signal 
emitting from the star system of 
Vega.

For 
James Mangold’s second film (his 
compelling debut was Heavy), 
Sylvester Stallone put on 40 
pounds to play Freddy Heflin, the 
sheriff of a tiny New Jersey suburb 
where numerous members of the 
NYPD reside — among them Ray 
Donlan (Harvey Keitel), who got 
Freddy his job. When officer 
Murray Babitch (Michael Rapaport) 
takes an apparent suicide jump off 
a bridge, Internal Affairs investiga- 
tor Moe Tilden (a greasily note-per- 
fect Robert De Niro) turns up, look- 
ing for the ioose thread that will 
unravel what he suspects is a net- 
work of corruption and abuse of 
power between Donlan and the 
mob; naturally he tempts Freddy to 
become a “real cop” by turning on 
the men he idolizes. Stallone gives 
an arresting, if not brilliant perfor- 
mance, but his acting seems limit- 
ed when compared to that of Ray 
Liotta, who plays a burnt-out, 
embittered former hotshot crony of 
Donian on the outs because of his 
troubled conscience and his taste 
for controlled substances. This is 
Liotta’s best role since Something 
Wild, and when the final show- 
down comes to Cop Land, it 
reveals who are the real cops and 
who are the real actors.

The evil, 
nameless, gun-toting goons who 
keep coming back for punishment 
obviously are thick in the head.

When the Chippendale 
dancers bump and grind into town, 
the laid-off Gaz (the versatile and 
charismatic Robert Carlyle, who 
was Begbie in Trainspotting) gets 
to thinking: what if he and his 
blokes put on their own strip show 
and take it all off — that is, go the 
“full monty?” The-cast includes 
Dave (Mark Addy), a sensitive lug 
impotent because of his gut; 
Gerald (Tom Wilkinson) their 50ish 
pink-slipped supervisor; Lomper 
(Steve Huison), an unassuming 
depressive; Horse (Paul Barber), 
who, uh, isn’t hung like one; and 
Guy (Hugo Speer), who is, to judge 
by the gape-mouthed expressions 
whenever he drops his drawers.

| Curtis Hanson's adaptation of 


James Ellroy’s massive noir pre- 
serves the novel’s atmosphere, 
tough dialogue, and lurid detail 
while untangling, compressing, and 
realigning the implausible overplot- 
ting. It’s 1950s Hollywood (the 
place), and a string of assassina- 
tions is tarnishing the image of the 
LAPD. Brown-nosing pencil-neck 
geek Sergeant Ed Exley (Guy 
Pearce) gets a promotion after pin- 
ning the crimes on a trio of “Negro” 
teens; subsequently, he blows 
them away after a botched escape 
attempt.
